RAINY SEASON IN’ 
CUBA HAS SET IN 


Expert Declare That Havana Is Now a 
Perfect Pesh Hole. 


DISEASE IS PREVALENT NOW 


Sampson’s Squadron Is Said To Be a 
Death Trap to All Germs. 


SMALLPOX ANB YELLOW FEVER PREVAIL 


Old Resident of the Metropolis Declares 
That People Are Now Dying by 
the Thousands. 


Key West, Fla., May 2.—The rainy sea- 
son in Cuba began more than a weck ago, 
and it is not unlikely that Havana is a 
perfect pest hole, but Admiral Sampson's 
squadron is so situated that not a single 
disease germ can live. An old resident of 


Havana said to the Associated Press to- 
day* : 


“Havana has malarial fever and smallpox 
the year round, but they are not epidemic 
except in the rainy season. Within a week 
after the rain begins the death rate shows 
a large increase and the situation gTrCws 
worse as the season advances, but a few 
days are enough to scatter disease. 

It is no wonder the people believe the 
rain itself contains deadiy poison. 

For several months the weather has 
been unusually dry, and following prece- 
dent, the rains should be heavier than is 
customary. 

“When the war broke out there were 
150.000 persons in Havana who had not sutf- 
ficient means of support for one weck. 
What must be their condition now, after 
five weeks of the blockade? As a rule, Cu- 
bans are not provident. while Spaniards are 
not open handed. Weeks before the biock- 
ade was established a large cigar irm com. 
menced to feed its workmen in an :mmense 
kitchen. The tobacco supply had run ouit, 
the factories were closed and the work- 
men were soon almost starved. I believe 
the Spaniards refused to sell food to the 
Cubans with the idea of starving them. In 
@ time like this the law of self-preserva- 
tion dominates. The man who has money 
will live longer than the man who kas 
none. The latter will starve to death un- 
less disease hastens the end. Hunger soon 
puts a person in a condition in which fes- 
tilence can readily seize him.

One large manufacturer in- 
cuced his 6,000 employees to be vaccinated 
and only one-half died from smallpox. Ma- 
larial fever is now feared by the Cubans 
more than the yellow fever. Yellow fever 
attacks a — only once, and the Cubans 
generally have the disease in a mild form 
during childhood, and are thenceforth im- 
mune; but malaria has no anti-toxine and 
is very contagious. 

“The Cuban insurgents camping in 
swamps suffer severely from malarial fever. 
It is estimated that 85 per cent of the Span- 
ish troops have had yellow fever and are 
immune. a&S are all the volunteers. Small- 
pox can be excluded from the armies by 
vaccination, but malarial fever will kill or 
incapacitate many thousands of General 
Blanco’s men. 

“When a death from yellow fever occurs 
in Havana the victim is buried wiih the 
usual public funeral exercises and the 
house in which he died is occupied es he- 
fore without disinfection. Smallpox victims, 
however, are hurried away to the grave- 
yard and buried as soon as possible. During 
certain rainy seasons I have known hun- 
dreds of deaths per day to oecur from ecrn- 
tagious diseases, and with the present con- 
ditions, the daily death list may run ito 
the tHousands before the middle of the 
summer. 

“In Havana province there are numeroue 
bands of from twenty to fifty insurgents 
each. They are no-longer able to raid the 
suburbs as before, the defenses having been 
strengthened, but they do hang about io cut

ABUSE AMERICANS 


Nearly the Entire Press Is Abusive ef 
the United States. 


MAGAZINES TAKE A_ HAND 


Socialist Journals Alone Have a Kind 
Word for This Country. 


GERMANS RAISING MONEY FOR SPAIN 


Even the Inspired Papers Have Noth- 
> dng but Unpleasant Stories 
About the Yankees. 


Berlin, May 28.—With few exceptions the 
German press continues its campaign of 
abuse of America, either outspokenly or 
by innuendoes. The conservative, cenirist 
and national liberal papers are especially 
virulent, while the liberal and radical néws- 
papers do not disguise their dislike for the 
United States and attribute base and selfish 
motives for its action. Even a leading Ger- 
man magazine, Deutsche Rundschau, in its 
June number, joins in the general newspa- 
per sentiment. An article in this niagazine 
written by Herr von Brandt, formerly Ger- 
man minister to China, on the subject of 
the Hispano-American war. winds up by 
dublously hoping that “‘at the close of the 
war the United States will snow semething 
whicn their political course as often lack- 
ed, namely, respect for the r:ghts and ¢ig- 
nity of others.” 

The socialist press alone is friendly. The 
Vorwaerts, in an editorial article believed 
to have been written by Herr ‘.tebknecht, 
the socialist leader, and which has since 
been strongly criticised by other ne vspa- 
pers, says, after describing the fears 
aroused in Europe by the abandonment of 
its policy of isolation by the United States: 

“Their first movement produces a revolu- 
tion in the markets of the world and a 
famine in decrepit Europe—specter of star- 
vation. Their first blow was a crushing 
naval defeat of an ancient monarchy which 
they forbade to continue the work of 
wholesale mur#@r. One more defeat and 
that monarchy falls, the dynasty is hunted 
out and a republic is establisned. What 
strength and vigor are displayed! A new 
power is here!’’ 

Decry American Volunteers. 

The papers teem with sarcastic comment 
on the alleged inactivity of the United 
States, attributing it to “a lack of courage” 
or to “‘unreadiness of its forces,” especiaily 


tion of American militia. ’ 

The Militair Wochenzeltung, the leading 
army organ, in an article written by an 
officer of the general staff says: 

“Any attempt by the United States to 
effect the landing of large bodies of troops 
in Cuba before the raw and undisciplined 
hordes have had at least six mon‘Ns train- 
ing will inevitably result in disastrous and 
wholesale slaughter. It is even very doubt- 
ful whether these so-called citizen-soldiery 
will stand thelr ground against the veter- 
ans of Spain next fall. We cnly 3.eed to 
recall the first battle of Bull Run to become 
aware of the absence of staying qualities in 
their militia, badly led and worse drilled.” 

The government press is strangely silent 
with the exception of occasionally denying 
alleged acts which are construed as being 
unfriendiy to America. Nothing has been 
done by the “inspired” newspapers to stem 
the current of general, if sometimes veiled, 
hostility permeating th whole German 
press. They have not «ven replied to the 
various articles of the Bigmurckian press 
this week in which Europe is warned of the 
“Coming American swamping of the mar- 
kets” and a demand ts made for coaliticn 
“to combat this invasion befvre it 1s too 
jate.”’ 

The Spanish story in regard w American 
warships using the Spanish flag at Guanta- 
nama is generally disliked, even the Co- 
logne Volks Zeitung, otherwise hostile, gay- 
ing: 

“The news is incredible. Su i 
cunning cowardice the Aueionas eee 
be guilty of.” 

Germans Aiding Spain. 

Everywhere in Germany collections are 
being made in aid of the Spanish war fund. 
For a month past the Spaniards in this 
country and their sympathizers have con- 
tributed largely.

DEAD STATESMAN LAID TO REST. 


Gladstone’s Remains Now Repose 
Peacefully in Westminster. 

London, May 28.—In the northern transept 
of Westminster abbey, where England's 
greatest dead rest, the body of William 
Ewart Gladstone was entombed today with 
the ceremonies of the nation he had served 
and the church he loved. 

His grave is beside that of his lifelong 
adversary, Benjamin Disraeli: (Lord Bea- 
consfeld), whose marble effigy looks down 
upon it decked with the regalia which Glad- 
stone had refused. Two possible future 
kings of Great Britain walked beside the 
great commoner’s coffin, and all the nobility 
and learning of the state surrounded it, 
though the wish of the deceased had been 
for simplicity. 

This official funeral, the first since that 
of Lord Palmerston, was rendered an im- 
posing spectacle by the magnificence of 
the building: in which it was solemnized. 
The coffin rested on an elevated bier, be- 
fore the altar, its plainness hidden beneath 
a pall of white and gold, embroidered with 
the text, ‘‘Requiescat in Pace,".. 

Six tall candles burned beside it, and on 
either side stood the supporters of the pall. 
The prince of Wales and the duke of York 
were at the head of the coffin, and ranging 
behind them were the marquis of Salisbury, 
the earl of Kimberley, A. J. Balfour, Sir 
William Vernon’ Harcourt, the duke of 
Rutland, Lord Rosebery and Mr. Glad- 
stone’s two old-time friends, Baron Rendel 
and George Armistead. | 

Within the chancel stood the dean of 
Westminster and behind him were eathered 
the cathedral clergy, the archbishop of Can- 
terbury and the scarlet and white surpliced 
choir filling the chapel. 

The mourners who sat in the stalls near- 
est the bier were Mrs. Gladstone, her sons, 
Herbert and Stephen, and other members, 
with little Dorothy Drew, Mrs. Gladstone’s 
favorite grandchild. 

The princess of Wales and the duchess 
of York occupied the dean's pew, oppo- 
site. 

In tiers of temporary seats in the north 
and south transepts were assembled the 
members of the two houses of parliament, 
the mayors of principal cities, delegations 
from liberal organizations and represent- 
atives of other civic and political organiza- 
tions, while the long nave was crowded 
with thousands of men and women, among 
them being most of the celebrities im all 
branches of English life, and every gal- 
lery, balcony and niche high up among 
the rafters held a cluster of decply inter- 
ested spectators. 

In all 2,500 persons were assembled in the 
abbey, all clothed in the deepest black save 
a few officials whose regalia gleamed bril- 
liantly from this somber background. 

Thovsands thronged the square outside 
in order to witness the passage of the fu- 
neral procession from Westminster hall, 

A double line of 500 policemen kept an 
open passage for the funeral cortege. 

The procession that accompanied the re- 
mains to the grave was composed of most 
of the notable people in London and the 
funeral services were full of pathos. The 
bishop of London officiated and the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury pronounced the ben- 
ediction. 

Mrs. Gladstone stood bravely with great 
composure throughout the service. Her 
face was lifted upward and her lips were 
moving as though repeating the lines of 
the service. The prince of Wales, the duke 
of York and other palibearers shook hands 
with Mrs. Gladstone. The mourners defiled 
past the grave taking a last view of the 
coffin, 

Memorial services in honor of Mr. Glad- 
stone were held today all over England.

RELEASED JOURNALISTS HAPPY.

this that the naval campaign is proceeding 
upon the assumption that Admiral Cervera 
is incapable of doing any harm. Within a 
few days the exact conditions at Santiago 
de Cuba will be known without a shadow 


of a doubt. 

In spite of assertions to the contrary, Com- 
modore Schley was not absolutely sure of 
his game when he last communicated with 
Rear Admiral Sampson and had not taken 
active steps to block up the entrance of 
Santiago harbor. However, he may have 
done this already, as Commodore Schley’s 
last communication, forwarded on Thurs- 
day, only reached Rear Admiral Sampson 
yesterday. The commodore stayed three 
days at Cienfuegos. He signaled to his 
ships: 


“I believe the Spanish fleet is in the har- 
bor.’ 


On this belief a message was sent to the 
American admiral. The details of how 
Commodore Schley found out that he was 
mistaken are not yet known. At any rate, 
acting on the admirai’s instructions, the 
commodore then moved east and arrived 
outside Santiago de Cuba on Wednesday 
morning, May 25th. 

The topography of Cienfuegos and San- 
tlago de Cuba is almost identical. Both 
harbors are about six miles long, with nar- 
row entrances about 300 yards wide and 
protected by highlands. A whole fleet could 
lie in the harbor of either place and be 
invisible from the outside. 

Won’t Risk Decisive Statement. 

After his experience at Cienfuegos, it is 
probable that Commodore Schley was very 
conservative in deciding whether or not he 
had caught Admiral Cervera. From the 
tone of his dispatches, it is evident that 
the commodore soon gained much s¢cond- 
hand and external evidence which pointed 
to Admiral Cervera’s presence in the inner 
harbor. This evidence was apparently 
strong enough to make the commodore 
feel certain the object of his trip had been 
accomplished. But in view of his previous 
experience, he would not risk a decisive 
statement until after ascertaining the fact 
for himself. 

Before this dispatch is published it is 
likely that Commodore Schley has sent 
some vessel into the entrance of the har- 
bor of Santiago de Cuba or has obtained 
from a reliable source ashore information 
as to the exact number and the aames of 
the Spanish warships sheltered by the hills 
about that place.

A rumor current on the bourse today 
that the Spaniards had recaptured Cavite, 
gained credence in vfew of the fact that 
General Blanco telegraphed from Havana 
to Lieutenant General Correa, the minister 
of war, congratulating him upon the Span- 
ish victory In the Philippines. 

Im the chamber today, in reply to ques- 
tions on the subject, Senor Romero Giron, 
minister of the colonies, said the govern- 
ment had received very favorable news 
from the Philippines; and added that of- 
ficial dispatches announced that al] was well 
in Cuba and Porto Rico. 

In official circles there fs no confirmation 
obtainable of the rumor that Admiral Cer- 
vera has defeated the American vessels.

CERVERA IS IN SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


Key West, Fla., May 28, 6 p. m.—Admfral Cervera is imprisoned in Santiago de 


Cuba. Advices to this effect were brought here this afternoon by an auxiliary gun- 


boat which arrived from Cienfuegos, presumably with dispatches for Washington. 


Last Sunday the Scorpion left Cienfuegos and proceeded eastward on scout 


duty, going as far as Santiago de Cuba. Five of the auxiliary ships were then 


lying off there, apparently awaiting the arrival of the main division of the squad- 


ron, 


After ar uneventful trip the Scorpion returned to Cienfuegos, but found that 


Commodore Schley had gone, having left orders for her to return to Key West. 


The cflicers of the gunboat, when questioned as to Admiral Cervera’s where- 


abouts, cxpressed no doubts of his presence at Santiago de Cuba. 


All advices coming in from the south coast of Cuba show conclusively that 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba has been patrolled with a vigilance equal to that 
shown by the blockading squadron since the Spanish announced that Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron was there, and that if its announcement was true, it is impossible 


that he should have escaped. 


Anotper ship of the fleet which arrived tonight from off Cienfuegos reports 
that Commodore Schley was moving thence to the eastward when she left Tues- 


day night, and all on the ship were convinced that Commodore

Captein Woods Tells Them How To Keep 
In Health. 
WHEN THEY. INVADE CUBA 


Tnstructions, if Followed, Will Prevent 
Suffering and Save Life. 


POOR SANITARY CONDITION OF THE ISLAND 


The Danger of Yellow Fever andi Othe 
Diseases—Insects Will Also Be 
Very Troublesome. 


Tampa, Fa., May 28.—(Special.)—Captain 
Woods, whose interview eavising against 
@n early invasion of Cuba was printéa in 
The Constitution, now suggests regulations 
for conserving the health of the soldiers in 


the #sland, They are interesting and im- 
portant. 

“Having served in the extreme south dur- 
ing my entire service as a medical officer, 
viz, Atlanta, Ga.; Pensacola, Fla.; Laredo, 
Tex.; New Orleans, La. Savannah, Ga., 
and Tampa, Fila., and having made a spe- 
cial study of tropical diseases, including 
yellow fever, it becomes my duty to for- 
ward the following special report of the 
existing conditions and the sanitary precau- 
tions to be taken in tropical v«limates for 
the instructions of troops to be sent therein. 

The existing conditions of international 
complications lead us to believe that the 
island of Cuba is our objective noint, and 
while I have never been a resident of the 
said island, yet I have taken advantage of 
the opportunities offerea to obtain all in- 
formation possible from a number of prom-

“The Cuban physicians fmsist that fruit 
ehall not be eaten, especially the mango: 
this, in their opinion, being a fruitful source 
of yellow fever. They are mistaken, how- 
ever, in this, for the germ of yellow fever 
does not grow on trees, and the fruft is free 
from such idmfection unless it has passed 
through an infected focus after gathering. 
It ts recommended, however, hat fruit has 
been gathered and kept for ripening in in- 
fected foci, as well as fruit that is unripe, 
or that has begun to decay be strictly avoid- 
ed, but the arbitrary dictum that all fruit 
ghould be avoided is unwarranted. 

“Further, the writer does not believe that 
yellow fever is a water or food borne dis- 
ease, but that the infection its carried by 
gmail bits of fabric technically termed fom- 
ftes. emanating from the person and envi- 
ronments of those sick of the disease, and 
that the disease gains access to the human 
system by inhalation. 

“The writer is preparing a map of Cuba 
to graphically illustrate all infected foci 
of disease, also a complete list of all the 
cities and towns and villages and Cubans, 
with their relative degree of salubrity to be 
forwarded later. 

“Tt will state, however, that fhe principal 
foci of infection are the cities and towns of 
Havana and Matanzas provinces, the cities

‘I allude to sleeping on the ground, lack 
of personal cleanliness, exhaustion conse- 
quent upon excess of clothing, weight of 
personal equipment and exposure to intense 
heat. It may be justly claimed that a sol- 
dier’s life necessitates these evils and the 
writer gracefully retires whenever the mil. 
itary necessities of a campaign, however 
unsanitary, become imperative; but there 
are a few of these evils that might be cor- 
rected without a corresponding detriment 
to military efficiency. As above mentioned, 
I have been assured that the mosquito will 
prove very troublesome, 

“I would recommend that each soldier be 
issued a triangular piece of mosquito net- 
ting to fit over the fronts of their shelter 
tents. Such a net would occupy small com- 
pass and be of little weight. 

“The question of tropical heat, combined 
with intense humidity and lack of accli- 
mation will prove of serious moment to our 
troops, most of whom are from northern 
climates and unaccustomed to intense heat. 

“Several cases of sunstroke have occurred 
among the troops on their arrival at this 
point. The evil effects of the intense heat 
can be avoided by avoiding exposure to the 
midday sun, abstemious habits as regards 
food and alcohol and reducing the weight of 
the soldier’s clothing and equipment of per- 
sonal cleanliness. 

“The writer prefers a brown union duck 
composed of a mixture of cotton and linen, 
to be worn with the present leggings and 
campaign hat, as affording a cool and ser- 
viceable uniform, 

“I would recommend light weight socks, 
linen drawers and a light, short-armed 
undershirt, composed of a material known 
to the trade as balbriggan. 

“The present shoe is shapeless, heavy and 
devoid of all elasticity. 

“The most important point tn this con- 
nection to be considered is the knapsack, 
which, from its weight and construction of 
its strap, will prove a great hardship in a 
tropical country. J see also that the over- 
coat has been brought along. I would most 
earnestly recommend that all knapsacks 
and overcoats be left behind and that pon- 
chos be issued in place of the overcoats. 
The overcoat will be unnecessary in Cuba 
as @& garment, and if carried as a second 
blanket, why not carry a blanket instead? 
In place of the knapsack the blanket roll 
is strongly urged, consisting of the one-half 
shelter tent, blanket, poncho, tent poles, 
change of underclothing, two pairs of socks, 
two towels, necessary toilet articles. 

“I would recommend that mo extra shoes 
be carried, and that all other clothing not 
mentioned be left behind. 

“In regard to the great humidity and dew, 
the shelter tent and blanket is probably the 
only protection that can be offered from a 
military standpoint. 

“I have been informed that smallpox ex- 
ists in all the larger cities. The entire com- 
mand should be immunized against this dis- 
ease by vaccination. 

*““The small filter tube used by the Cubans 
is not recommended for the reason that it 
would soon become contaminated and 
would prove a source of infection to sterile 
water, 

“The Cubans are particularly emphatic as 


regards the use.of the hammuvck to prevent 


contact with the ground. I have given the 
question a great deal of thought and while 
hammocks would unquestionably be of 
great benefit to the troops, they are not 
recommended for the following reasons. 

“1. It would be necessary to carry large, 
heavy upright posts and guy ropes, upon 
which to swing the hammocks, and the 
writer ig opposed to any addition to the 
persona] equipment of the soldier in hot 
climates. 

“2. The hammock could not be hung in 
the shelter tent, and as the rainy season 
will have about commenced upon our ar- 
rival’ this would prove an unsurmouniable 
objection. As a substitute, I would recom- 
mend that each man be issued a poncho, 
to be used upon the floor of shelter tent, 
two placed together being sufficient to cov- 
er the the entire shelter tent area. This, 
with a blanket placed over it, will prove as 
efficient a guard against the dampness and 
gaseous emanations of the soil as is possi- 
ble from a military standpoint. Further, 
the poncho would be of extreme usefulness 
during the rainy season for the purpose for 
which it was originally intended. 

“Many fevers of fatigue and cases Of 1s0- 
lation will develop on the march unless 
every effort is made toward the conserva- 
tion of the’ soldier’s energy. As above 
stated, his personal equipment and weight 
of clothing shoul be reduced to a mini- 
mum, always considering, of course, the 
requirements of military necessitigs. 

“Great attention should be p to per- 
sonal cleanliness, not from ar esthetic 
standpoint, ‘but because the skin is the 
great organ for the elimination of heat 
through the agency of the sweat glands, 
such elimination should be encouraged on 
the march, but care should be taken in the 
course of the hours of rest against sudden 
chilling of the surface, with consequent de- 
termination to internal viscera. The writ- 
er would caution against the excessive 
drinking of water while on the march, for 
the reason that while water is enormous- 
ly beneficit] to the system, such drinking 
during the periods of great activity in- 
creases largely the volume of blood and 
limits the power of the soldier's endurance, 

“Tt wil] be noticed that the writer has 
avoided all points of military hygiene not 
particuarly applicable to tropical climates. 
All other questions relating to the health 
and safeguards of the troops may be left to 
the superior wisdom and experience of older 
members of the medical corps.

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RECRUITS BATHE IN | 


M'DOWEL'S POND 


Six Hundred Treops Take a Bath Yes- 
terday. 


MARCHED FROM FORT TO LAKE 


They Were Plunged Into the Pond 
250 at a Time. 


THEIR CLOTHES WERE ALSO WASHED 


Some of the Men Went in the Water 
Without Taking Off Their Cloth- 
ing—Will Bathe Regularly. 


in bathing yesterday. Six hundred of 

the men were marched to McDaniel’s 
pond, near Oakland City, and were ordered 
to plunge into the cool waters of the small 
lake. 

The men plunged in, clothes and all, and 
for three hours there was never such a 
sight witnessed this side of Coney island. 
Al! sorts and conditions of men mixed to- 
gether in the water, and cleansed them- 
selves of the dirt and filth which has ec- 
cumulated during the weeks they have been 
deprived of the luxury of bathing. 

The men not only bathed their bodies, 
but washed their wearing apparel. They 
have ‘been cooped up at the barracks with 
only one change of clothing, and this has 


T= recruits at Fort McPherson went 


caused them to get very dirty. They took 


the opportunity yesterday of washing their 
wearing apparel, and now the big body of 
men at the fort looks much cleaner. 

The wholesale bath order was issued yes- 
terday morning. The men had been com- 
plaining of the lack of facilities for bath- 
ing, and the-officers in charge finally de- 
termined to carry the men to the water, as 
the water could not be brought to them in 
sufficient quantities for bathing purposes. 
The nearest lake to the fort is McDaniel’s 
pond, and this small sheet of water was 
secured for the recruits as a bathing pond. 

Yesterday afternoon the men were lined 
up and told that they were to be put in 
bathing. The news was received with 
cheers, and the soldiers made a break to 
get their clothes. Again they were lined 
up, and with Lieutenant Heavy in charge 
were marched to the pond. They were 
marched straight up the chert road toward 
Oakland for a short distance, and then a 
cut was made across the fields to the pond. 
| ‘Much consternation and wonder was cre- 
ated among the people near Oakland, who 
imagined that the large force of men were 
called out to stc@® some trouble or to go to 
war. The men were halted by the little 
lake, and the officers made a survey of the 
water. It was decided that the full force 
of troops could not be bathed at the same 
time, as the lake was too small. The frort 
ranks were ordered to go forward, and 
when 250 men were lined up on the brink 
of the water, the remainder were ordered 
to retire a short distance until the first 
division of 20 finished bathing. There was 
much scrambling to be in the first detach- 
ment, for the water looked cool and in- 
viting, and the men did not want to be 
forced to wait until it was muddied by the 
first bathers. Some of the bathers un- 
dressed and ethers went in with their 
clothes on. All of them washed their cloth- 
ing, and then coming out waited for them 
to dry on the near-by fences. 

The bathing required a considerable time, 
as there were sO many men and the work 
of cleansing their clothing was a hard job. 

After the. recruits washed and donned 
their dry clothes they were marched back 
to the post and sent to their quarters. The 
men will be bathed in the pond at regular 
intervals hereafter, as the officers think it 
is advisable as a measure of both health

RACE QUESTION IN MOBILE. 


Negro Troops Think Their Own Color 
Should Command Them. 

Mobile, Ala., May 28.—(Special.)—It 1s 
given out that orders to go into camp 
will be received by the Alabama colored 
battalion. tomorrow, but the serious ques- 
tion has arisen. will the Mobile companv 
lve up to their tender of service? Today 
Mr. Robert Gage, of this city, received 
notice of his appointment to the captain- 
cy of the local negro company, which, like 
the other three, is to have Alabama white 
men as commissioned officers. Captain 
Gage has accepted. The announcement 
created a stir among the colored militia 
and the situation ‘becomes fraught with 
keen interest bordering on the sensational, 
when it was stated by professional mem- 
bers of the company that they would prob- 
ably decline to serve under Captain Gage. 

The colored captain, Halbert, who holds 
a commission in the state guard, refuses 
to discuss the matter, simply saying that 
the company will meet Monday night and 
take formal action. Another negro offi- 
cer, who declined the use of his name, 
made this statement: 

“Our company volunteered their services 
in good falth, willing to serve under any 
competent officer appointed over us. While 
we would prefer, for personal reasons, our 
colored officers, we shall not object to white 
gentlemen, but we would Ilke to have a 
voice in their selection, just as the two 
white regiments in Alabama have had. 
Our objection to Captain Gage is mainly 
because he has had very little military 
trainings.” 

This seems to be the opinion held by 
many of the local negro soldiers. 

Another interesting feature about the 
situation is that Captain Gage is very 
prominent socially, being of a distingu’sh- 
ed Massachusetts family, who moved here 
years ago, and married a daughter of Dr. 
Ketchum, an honored citizen of Mobile.

The Month of June for Nineteen Years 
Has Been Hot. 


COLDEST JUNE WAS IN 


The Mean Temperature Has Been 76 
Degrees—Warmest June Aver- 
aged 76 Degrees.

Weather Forecaster J. B. Marbury, ofthe 
local weather bureau, nas compiled some 
interesting @ata about the month of June 
for nineteen years past and the sixth month 
is shown to be a hot one. 

The mean or normal temperature has been 
76 degrees 4nd the warmest month of June 
was that of 1890 and 1897, when the tem- 
perature registered the same average, 79 de- 
grees. June, 1884, was the coldest month 
with an average temperature of 71 de 
grees. The highest temperature was scor- 
ed on June 30, 1890, and was SS degrees, 
while the lowest, 39 degrees, was recorded 
on Juhe 1, 1889. 

The average date on which the first ‘“‘kill- 
ing’’ frost occurred in autumn was Novem- 
ber 4th and the average date on which the 
last “‘killing’’ frost occurred in spring was 
March 30th. 

The average precipitation of rain for the 
month was 4.08 inches and the average 
number of days with .01 inch or more was 
twelve. The greatest ~ionthly precipita- 
tion was 10.73 inches in 1884 and the least 
monthly precipitation ~-as 1.12 inches in 
1890. The greatest amount of precipitation 
recorded in any twenty-four consecutive 
hours was 2.59 inches and occurred on the 
2d and 34 of June, 1892. 

An average of eleven clear davs has been 
recorded, while there was an sverage of 
twelve partly cloudy days and seven 
cloudy ones. 

The prevailing winds Have been from the 
northwest and the highest velocity of the 
wind was forty-nine miles from ihe north 
on June 17, 1882.

NURY SIGNS THE 


‘DEATH WARRANT 


Unce More the Hangman's Noose 
Dangles Before Flanagan 


HOW THE JURY STOOD ON CASE 


Go Slew About Building the Gallows, 
Say Flanagan's Lawyers, 


MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL IS MADE 


The Prisoner Says He Is Treated 
Wrongfully—Jury Stood Three 
for Recommendation to Mer- 
cy—Grounds for a New 

Trial. 


Tet Flanagan hang, said the jury by its 
verdict at Decatur yesterday morning. 
Let him hang, it said, for he is not crazy. 

Let him hang, said the jury, and the 
murder of two helpless women will be 
avenged by the hand of the law upon the 
grim gallows. 

The judge, following the injunction ecar- 
ried by the verdict of that jury, Says: 
“Let the murderer hang by the neck until 
be be dead, on Friday, June 2%, 1598.” 

But Flonagan’s attorncys say: “Go slow 
about the building of the gallows and the 
tying of the hangman's noose;” for al- 
ready a motion for a new trial has been 
made in open court and June lith set for 
the hearing of that motion. 

When Judge Candler ieft the jury, which 
was trying E. C. Flanagan for the murdcr 
of Nancy HB Allen, locked up in a hotel 
room Friday night, he instructed the sheriff 
to call him Saturday morning by telephone 
tf the jury should agree wpon a verdict. 
The call came at 8 o’clock and at half- 
past 8 the foreman of the jury handed the 
solicitor a slip of paper upon which were 
written these words: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty.” 

That was all. There was no recommen- 
dation to the meccy of the court, and there 
was nothing left for the judge but to sen- 
tence the prisoner to be harged. 

Betrayed No Feeling. 

A close observation upon Flanagan when 
the verdict was read failed to detect any 
sort of betrayal of feeling. He sat with 
bowed head and rubbed his hand through 
his iron gray and riotous hair, just as he 
has done all during the trial. Once he 
raised his head and there was a pitiful 
expression in his eyes as he glanced up at 
his attorney, Mr, George Spence. 

There were but few people in the court- 
room when the verdict was read. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
verdict Mr. Spence filed a motion for a 
new trial, setting forth as the chief rea- 
son that the courtroom was so small and 
hot as to make the jury and attorneys ill, 
and under such circumstances the defend- 
ant dia not get a fair and impartial trial. 
More will be added to this later on, and 
it will be set forth that the jury was al- 
lowed to separate during the trial, and 
it is said the defense has been informed 
that one of the jurors had expressed him- 
self im favor of hanging the prisoner be- 
fore the trial took place. 

Receives the Sentence. 

Flanagan was made to stand when the 
sentence was pronounced, and for the sec- 
ond time he heard the fateful words: “To 
be hanged by the neck until he be dead.’’ 
He did not move a muscle save for the 
twitching of the mouth and the snapping 
of the eyelids, a habit which witnesses 
have sworn is constitutional. 

Flanagan, however, displayed some feel- 
ing when ‘the sheriff asked if he must te 
taken back to Atlanta. He still feared the 
Decatur mob, which has been his bugbear 
ever since the first trial. 

“7 don’t want to stay here,” he said, 
“for the mob will be sure to get me. I 
can’t sleep in Decatur and I want to 
rest.”" 

How the Jury Stood. 

One of the jurors stated to a represen- 
tative of The Constitution that no vote 
was taken by the jury until Saturday 
morging. Friday night for two hours they 
discussed the evidence ang then agreed to 
take no definite action until the next morn- 
ing. 

Saturday morning when the first vote was 
taken there were nine of the jurors for a 
verdict of guilty without a recommendation 
fer mercy, and three for a verdict with a 
recommendation. 

On the second Dallot two of the three 
changed over to the majority, and when a 
third ballot was taken all twelve were for 
hanging the defendant. 

What the Defense Will Do. 

If Fianagan is to be hanged, ft will be 
some time before the execution ts carried 
out. There is much yet for the defense to 
do, and judging from the history of the 
case, it may be safe to presume that it 
will do everything in its power to estab- 
lish, what it believes to be true, the in- 
sanity of the prisoner. 

The motion for a new trial will be heard 
on June lith, and if the judge refuses a 
new trial then the case will be taken to 
the supreme court, and the appeal will act 
as @ supersedeas and will cause a postpone- 
ment of the sentence, 

If the supreme court declines to grant a 
new trial, then there will be an appeal to 
the pardoning board for elfther a pardon 
or @ commutation of the sentence. 

If the appeal to the pardoning board re- 
sults in nothing favorable to the prisoner, 
then there will be a trial on a writ of 
lunacy, the defense endeavoring to set up 
the claim that Flanagan is at that time 
insane, and for that reason ought not to be 
hanged. This was the step which saved 
Alex Carr, who killed King, et the last 
moment, whén it seemed that nothing could 
save him from the gallows.

Flanagan was tried for the murder of 
Mrs, Nancy E. Allen. If he had not been 
sentenced to hang, he could stil have been 
tried for the murder of Miss Ruth Slack. 
The etofy of the crime is famillar to all 
the readers of The Constitution. On the 
night of December 31, 1896, Flanagan shot 
and killed Mrs. Allen and Miss Slack at. 
the home of George Allen, at Poplar 
Springs, a station on the Consolidated 
street car line, four miles from Atlanta. 
He first shot and wounded Allen, and then 
rushed into a recom where the women Were 
and shot Mrs. Allen twice, once through 
the heart, and Miss Slack through ths 
spinal column. Mrs. Allen fell dead and 
‘Miss Slack lived In great agony for two 
or three days. 

Flanagan was tried twice before tho 
trial just concluded and was granted a 
new trial by the supreme court. 

The defense claims that from the lan- 
guage used by the supreme court it seems 
to be the intention of that court not to al- 
low Flanagan to be hanged, the following 
words being used: “There is sufficient evi. 
dence going to show that the defense was 
of unsound mind.” 

Crazed, but Guilty. 

A physician who examined Flanagan very 
closely, end who believes him to be Insane, 
is quoted as giving this interesting opinion 
on the case: 

“I believe Flanagan to be fMmsane, but at 
the same time I do not gay he ought not 
to be hanged, for I think that any person 
who commits a diabolical crime is not sane 
if the mind is to be measured by the gen- 
eral run of minds. Yet, the law against 
harging is, {In my opinion, meant to reach 
just such crazy people. These king of luna- 
tics dread the gallows just as much as does 
the men of sane mind, and if we were to 
let @ mam like Flanagan go, it would not 
be long before another person of his men- 
tal caliber wovld kill somebody. No low, 
debased person is perfectly sane if we are 
to use the normal] and healthy mind as a 
standard, but laws against crime are made 
to reach the low and debased rather than 
the pure and good.”’ 

Safe in His Old Tell. 


When Fianazan reached the Fulton coun- 
ty jail yesterday morning about 11 o’ciock 
he made almost a rush for his old, famil- 
jar cell, as if it was ae city of refuge. So 
anxious had he been to get away from De- 
catur that his cell in the Atlanta jail was 
like a place of peace and rest. 

He would not talk about his case except 
to gay that he hadn’t been treated right. 
He wag very talkative when he started off 
on, the subject of the Decatur mob. P 

One of his reasons for wishing to get 
away from Decatur was that “Sheriff Aus- 
tin wouldn't come into his cell and pray 
with him.” 

The Flanagan case will probably be be- 
fore the public for some time to coma If 
the gallows stand at the end of his strange 
earthly career, the road to reach that grim 
avenger of blood, say the defendant's at- 
torneys, is yet a long one.

DEATH OF COLONEL W. B. JONES 


An Old Citizen of LaGrange—His Ser- 
vices in War and Peace. 
LaGrange, aG., May 2.—(Special)—A 
death that carries sadness to the hearts 
of thousands of friends and old comrades 
occurred this afternoon in our city. Colonel 
W. B. Jones, who was known in battle as 
Gordon’s right arm, breathed his last this 
evening. Colonel Jones first wernt out at 
the beginning of the war as a private in 
the LaGrange Light Guards, but soon re 
turned on a furlough and jo!tned the Fan- 
nin Guards, of which company he was 
elected captain. This company belonged to 
‘the old Fourth Georgia} battalion and 


Colonel W. H. Stiles, of ‘Savannah, was 


its colonel. At the battle of Richmond, in 
June, 132, Colonel BStiles resigned and 
Captain W. B. Jones was promoted direct 
to the colonelcy. This was the Sixtieth 
Georgia attalion, the regiment being 
commanded by General Lawton, afterwards 
by General John B. Gordon and Clement 
A. Evans. Colonel Jones was one of the 
truest and bravest officers of our south- 
land and many times on the picket lines, 
when the others would be lying down in 
hiding from the enemy, Colonel Jones, with 
@ coolness that showed him to be devoid of 
fear, could be seen with his pipe in his 
mouth gitting upon a stump or rock smok- 
ing as quietly as if at home around his 
fireside. General Gordon regarded him ag 
one of the ablest officers of his regiment 
and trusted to “old red,” as he called him

LEAVES THE ARMY 


An Abcess of the Ear Forces Him To Get 
a Furleugh. 


CAME FROM TAMPA YESTERDAY 


He Cannot Rejoin His Command With- 
in Two Months. 


THE INVASION HAS NOT BEGUN HE SAYS 


He Asserts That Not a Man Has Been 
Sent Away from Tampa to 
Cuba. 


APTAIN JAMES B. NEVIN, of the 

Second regiment of Georgia volun- 

teers, has:been forced to leave his 
command at Tampa on account of a pain- 
ful and dangerous abscess of the right 
ear and side of the head. Captain Nevin 
arrived here yesterday from Tampa and 
went at orce to see his physician. He 
came here on a seven days’ furlough, but 
when Dr. Brown announced that he was 
dangerously affected he at once asked for 
a two-months’ leave from the army. 

Ceptain Nevin left yesterday afternoon 
for Rome, where he will remain until he 
gets well enough to rejoin his cOmpany, 
provided he does not resign his commis- 
sion outright. He is very sorry that he 
has been compelled to leave his command 
on account of sickness and hopes that 
he can soon go back, at least in time to 
go over to Cuba with the invading army. 

Dr. Brown furnished Captain Nevin with 
a certificate to the effect that the captain 
could not pessibly resume his duties with- 
out endangering his life. The certificate 
follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., May 27.—To Whom It May 
Concern: Captain J. B. Nevin is suffering 
from an acute abscess of the middie ear. 
This is a condition superinduced by expos- 
ure or cold. The mastoid cells are involved, 
and an operation may be necessary to re- 
lieve this condition. This abscess has af- 
fected his general health so that I deem 
him absolutely unfit for military duty until 
this condition is, improved. I have so ad- 
vised him. In my opinion sick leave should 
be granted him until he is cured, as this 
condition endangers not only hearing, but 
his life. Respectfully, 

“GDBDORGE BROWN, M.D.”’ 


Second Regiment May Move. 

The Second Georgia regiment, under com- 
mand of Colonel Oscar Brown, will proba- 
bly move to Jacksonville, Fila, at once. 
Captain Nevin said that this regiment 
would probably leave for Jacksonville to 
join General Lee’s division. He thought it 
more than likely that the move would be 
made soon. The Second has just finished 
its camp at Tampa and the move would 
not be relished by the men. They have 
been working hard for several days get- 
ting the Camp in shape and to break camp 
now would cause all of their work to be 
uséless. 

‘We have the finest camp and the most 
desirable location at Tampa,”’ said Captain 
Nevin. “The camp was selected by Colonel 
Brown before the other regiments arrived 
and naturally we got the best place, as we 
had, first choice. The boys are in fairly 
goed health and all are in good spirits. We 
now have good drinking water. It is arte- 
sian water and is absolutely pure. 

“Although it has been stated that the 
Second has received its unifnrms, this is 
not altogether true. We have not enough 
uniforms to equip the full regiment. There 
are enough to give each company about 
sixty. The uniforms are of brown canvas 
and are made just like a shooting - jacket 
with two big pockets on the sides.” 

Invasion Not Begun. 

Captain Nevin stated positively that the 
invasion of Cuba had not begun when he 
left Tampa. 

He said that the reports to the effect 
that several thousand men had been sent 
to Cuba were untrue, and that not one 
man had been sent away from Tampa. He 
thought it probable that the invasion 
would soon begin. 


TOOK PATTERN BY MISTAKE? 


Negro Boy Charged with Larceny, 
Makes Unique Explanation 
in Court. 


In Judge Foute’s court yesterday after- 
noon Burdett York, colored. answered to 
the charge of larceny from the house. 

The warrant for his arrest was sworn 
out by H. Wolfe, who runs a clothing store 
on Peters street. Wolfe claimed that York 
came into his store Thursday and ordered 
a pair of pants made, and while he was 
having his measure taken removed his 
coat and laid it down on a pile of clothing. 
When he left he picked up a pants pattern 
with his coat, it is alleged, but was caught 
several blocks away with the pattern still 
concealed in the coat. 

York said that he did not know the pat- 
tern was in the coat, and that if he did 
pick it up it was by mistake. 

He was bound over to the city criminal 
court under $100 bond, in default of which 
he went to jail to await trial.

Some time ago Gfeen Young, a country 
negro, came to town with a wagon load 
of chickens to peddie and hired Pattillo 
to assist him. Young claimed that he gave 
Pattillo several fowls and some small 
change and told him to go around to the 
back door of a certain house and see if he 
could sell the chickens. Pattillo did ad di- 
rected and that was the last seen of him, 
according to Young. 

In court Pattillo did not deny the charge, 
but claimed that he was drunk at the time 
and not responsible for his actions.

SANDTOWN ROAD 
CAUSES A DISPUTE 


Restraining Order Granted Against Road 
Committee in Blackhall District. 


PROPERTY OWNERS OBJECTING 


Route of the Road Is Changed and 
Takes Away Frontage. 


ALLEGER TO MISUSE OF COUNTY MONEY 


Injunction Will Be Heard on June 4th 
and County Expects To Show 
Good Reasons. 


N injunction was granted ty Judge 
A Lumpkin yesterday against the road 

committee of Blackhall district to stop 
certain work that is being done on the old 
Sandtown road by the county chaingang. 

A petition was filed in the clerk's office 
yesterday morning by the attorneys of W. 
T. Huff, Mrs. J. C. Huff and the minor 
children of John W. Huff, deceased, who 
Own about eighty acres of ground on the 
Sandtown road near Utoy creek and about 
one mile and a half beyond West End. 

The plaintiffs claim that the land which 
they own is now on the Sandtown road, 
but that the work being done there by the 
convicts under the direction of the road 
committee is straightening the road end in 
so doing leaves the Huff property entirely 
without a frontage on the road end prac- 
tically without an inlet or an outlet. 

The bill filed contains a number of in- 
teresting allegations. It says that the road 
committee of that district is doing the 
work on the road without the action of the 
county commissioners. It is said that the 
minutes of the county board do not shcw 
where any discussion has arisen over the 
question or any action taken upon it. 

The second allegation cites the damage 
that will be done directly to the property 
and indirectly to the owners, by cutting off 
the present frontage. It Is alleged that 
each of the plaintiffs will be damaged 
several thousand dollars. 

The third allegation says that the law 
has not been complied with in that the 
property owners have not been notified and 
given a chance to object to the work that 
the convicts are now doing. 

It is alleged that the mother of the minor 
children and widow of J. W. Huff. although 
she did give permission for the changes in 
the road to be made, that she has only a 
life interest in the property and of right 
cannot give her permission to a permanent 


improvement of this kind and -o the hurt 
of the beneficiaries Who hold under her. 

The fifth allegation is the most inierest- 
ing and contains the most serious charge. 
It is alleged that the work now being done 
on the new road is a wilful perversion of 
the county’s money. It is claimed that the 
present Sandtown road is macadamized 
and graded to a good level and that the 
bends, making it a few miles longer, do 
not injure the thoroughfare as a traffic 
passage way and that the work which is 
nuw being done is needless and not btene- 
ficial to a sufficient degree to the county to 
warrant the expense necessary to make 
the changes. 

After Judge Lumpkin granted the injunec- 
fion for the work to stop the papers were 
delivered to the cheriff and he executed 
the restraining order upon the road evm- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. June 4th was 
set as the day for the road committee to 
make a showing. It !s thought tdat the 
county has the right to do the work and 
will easily carry the work on after the 
court has heard doth sides of the injunction. 

The old Sandtown road was furmeriy, be 
fore the white man came :o this part of 
the country, an Indian trail. These treils 
usually ran in a erooked route and. this 
is held as the reason the present road is 
crooked. It follows the ‘rail cs it was first | 
run by the aborigines. The present work 
is intended to straighten it and thereby 
Shorten the distance between the po.nts 
several miles.

Stock Market Has Maintained an Un- 
dertone of Remarkable Firmness. 


New York, May 28.—The stock market 
has maintainéd an undertone of remarka- 
le firmness during the week and has under- 
gcne a.series of testings during that time 
by the opposing elements of the profes- 
sional traders. The early advance was 
largely manipulated and was aided by the 
manufacture of rumors of complete victory 
of the United States fleet over the Spnish.

His Grace, the Duke. 

Thomas Bailey Aldrich contributes to 
The May Century a characteristic sketch 
entitled ‘“‘His Grace the Duke.’’ The fol- 
lowing story furnished the basis of Mr. 
Aldrich’s essay: 

On the 22d of February, in the year 1554, 
Henry Grey, duke of Suffolk, the father of 
a nine days’ queen, and the ingenious arch- 
itect of his own calamity, was ied from 
his chamber in the tower to a spot on 
Tower hill and promptly decapitated, as a 
slight testimonial of the queen’s apprecia- 
tion of the part he had piayed in North- 
umberland’s conspiracy and some collateral 
enterprises. Thus, like Columbus, he got 
another world for his recompense. 

This is «nown of all men, or early all 
men; but not one in a thousand of those 
who know it are cognizant of the fact tnat 
the head of the duke of Suffolk, in an al- 
most perfect state of preservation, can be 
seen to this day in a shabby old church 
somewhere near the Thames, at the lower 
end of the city—the church of Holy Trinity. 
It may be noted here, not irrelevantly, 
that an interview with his face costs from 
2 shillings to 3 and 6 pence.per head—your 
own head, I mean. 

It appears that shortly after the execu- 
tion of the duke—on the night following, 
it is said—this fragment of him was se- 
cured by some faithful servant and taken 
to a neiehboring religious house in the 
Minories, where it was carefully packed 
in tannin and where it lay hidden for many 
and many a year. The secret of its exist- 
ence was not forgotten by the few who 
held it, and the authenticity of the relic is 
generally accented, though there are icon- 
oclasts who believed it to the head of Ed- 
mund de la Pole, earl of Suffolk, who also 


passed by the way of Tower hill jn 1513.°

plicated in the duke’s portrait in the nation- 
al portrait gallery, and would seem to set- 
tle the question.

TAKING THE OATH. 


How They Do It in the Various Courts 
of the Earth. 

In most continental countries the practice 
of kissing the book is unknown, the cere- 
mony of oath-taking being more akin to 
the Scottish than to the EngHsh form, 
says The London Globe. 

A French witness has a very simple cr- 
deal to pass through before unfolding his 
tale. The judge, seated beneath a crucifix, 
says: “You swear to tell the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth,” 
and the witness, lifting up his right hand, 
answers, “I swear it.” 

In Austria a Christian witness is sworn 
before a crucifix betweem two lighted can- 
dles, and holding up his right hand, says: 
“T swear Tae God, the Almighty ard All- 
Wise, that”I will speak the pure and full 
truth in answer to anything I may be ask- 
ed by the court.” 

Jewish witnesses, while using the same 
words, add to the solemnity by placing 
their hands on the page of a Bible on which 
is printed the third commandment. 

A Belgian witness swears to be veracious 
“I will speak the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing burt the truth, 
so irclp me God and all the saints,” 

In Italy the form is the same, but the 
use of the Bible imparts a greater degree 
of seriousness to it. “I will sweat to tell 
the truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth,” exclaims the Italian witness, 
resting his hand upon an open Bible. The 
Spanish oath is more elaborate. The wit- 
ness, kneeling on h.s on his right knee, 
places his hand on the sacred book, and 
being asked by the judge, “Will you swear 
to God and by those holy gospels to speak 
the truth to all you may be asked?’ an- 
swers: ‘Yes, I swear.”” Thereupon the 
judge says: “Then if thus you do, God will 
reward you, and if not, will require of you.” 

In sOme parts of the country the cere- 
mony is different. The witness forms a 
eross by placing the middle of his thumb 
on the middle of his forefinger, and, kiss- 
ing his thumb—a_ practice which would 
probably be very familiar to some English 
witnesses—exclaims: “Bv this cross Il 
swear.” 

™ha most curious Eurcpean oath is ad- 
ministered in Norway. ‘The witness raises 
his thumb, his forefinger end his middle 
finger. These signify the Trinity, while 
the larger of the uplifted fingers is sup- 
posed to represent the soul of the witness 
and the smaller to indicate his body. Be- 
fore the oath is taken 4 long exhortation is 
delivered, the most material parts of which 
ure as follows: 

“Whatever person is so ungodly, corrupt 
or hostile to himself as to swear a false 
oath, or not to keep the oath sworn, sins 
in such a manner as if he were to gay: ‘If 
I sv-ear falsely, then may Go@ the Father, 
God the Son and God the Holy Ghost pun- 
ish me, so that God the Father who creat- 
ed me and all mankind in His image, and 
His fatherly goodness, grace and mercy 
‘nay not profit me, but that I, as a per- 
verse and obstinate transgressor and sin- 
ner, may be punished cternally in hell. 

. « + If I swear falsely, then may all 
I have and own in this world be cursed: 
cursed by my land, field and meaduw, se 
that I may never enjoy any fruit or yield 
from them; cursed by_my § cattle, my 
beasts, my sheep, so that after this day 
they may never thrive or benefit me: 
yee, cursed may I be and everything I 
possess.” "’

A Stairway on Whose Ascent of Gold, 
Heart and Hope, Faith and Life 
Rise Heavenward So High. 


Some years ago for the first time I cross- 
ed the Land of the Sky from Morristown, 
Tenn., to Salisbury, N. C. The greater part 
of the railway had been recently comstruct- 
ed, and the trains ran cautiously and slow- 
ly over the newly opened line. 

Leaving Morristown about 9 a. m., we 
reached Paint Rock on the North Carolina 
line about 12 m., and began our delightful 
trip up the French Broad river. it was an 
October day with the air full of warm sun- 
shine, and with scarcely a cloud to cast a 
shadow upon mountain or river. The delay 
for dinner at the Warm Springs shortened 
the remaining hours of the never-to-be-for- 
gotten day. With deliberate speed the train 
foflowed every curvature of the French 
Broad as it turned from side to side seek- 
ing, through that channel it has chiseled in 
the everYasting rocks, its pathway to the 


seu 

This noted rfver finds its birthplace 
among the cliffs of the Blue Ridge not far 
from Caesar’s Head in South Carolina. 
Calling together its tributaries from every 
side, it unites them into a oroad flood that 
northeastward flows down the easy slope of 
the beautiful valley ang meets at Asheville 
the sparkling Swannanoa that comes leap- 
ing like*a fawn down the western slopes of 
the living wall which separates the depress- 
ed mountain plateaus from the Piedmont 
valleys of the east. Thus re-enforced, the 
two turn their faces to the west and pre- 
pare to break through theemountain rargeés, 
chain after chain, until at last .heir im- 
prisoned waters flow out into the great val- 
ley that .from Pennsylvania to Alabama 
divides the Blue Ridge from the Allez iany. 
This conflict of the ages is not yet ended. 
The mighty river has indeed cut its way 
through the mountain barriers and gained 
the wide valley down which it flows to the 
great Father of Waters, but everywhere 
the mountain ranges rising close on either 
side like broken battle lines still holding 
their position, seek to throw across the 
opening a new formation to imprison these 
flowing waters forever. 

Nothing could exceed the varied beauty 
of the changing secenery as the train siow- 
lv follewed every winding of the river, 
clinging closely to the water side. Here 
the stream with arrowy swiftness poured 
through the deep and narrow. channel it 
had worn by the labor of ages into the in- 
closing rocks. Here, as though wes ried 
with its efforts, it dallied in slow running 
eddies under banks of ferns and wild roses, 
while the over-arching trices with their long 
willowy branches stooped over and kissed 
the sleeping waters. And here brawling 
over a rocky bed it broke into a wile sheet 
of foam, anda hurried by as though it had 
heard and was answering the ca‘! for help 
from its far distant mother—the meaning 
sea. 

As you lifted your eyes unwvard here the 
shadows on the mountains deepened the 

reen of the forest verdure, and there the 

oods of sunshine mellowed it into tints 
of gold. Here the bald and blackened cliff 
rose unimpeded to the clouds, ord there 
clothed to their very summits with leafy 
covering of close woven forests, they seem- 
ed like sentinels guarding the inner shrine 
of this sanctuary of the mouttain world. 
At last the parting beams of tiie -iying day, 
like Moses, climbed to the m)in°i'n tops 
to bid the world farewell, and the silent 
shadows were lifted from the viies to ccver 
the sleeping world. 

We reached Asheville just “2s the sentl- 
ne] stars set their watch In the sky.” The 


itrain would resume its journey to Sa-isbury 


with the morning light, so [ sought the 
Swannanoa hotel and retired to rest at the 
usual hour. I could not sieep. The recol- 


flections of the day lingered in my seul. 


Had I been permitted to walk through 
Eden beforé sin had stained its glories, and 
seen what, since its unopening gates have 
been forever barred, no *uman eyés can 
see, I should scarce have been more enrap- 
tured by its remembrance than I was that 
night. 

efore the dawn I hud descended from 
my chamber to the office where, fortuntiely 
for me, the proprietor was on witch.

Have you 
ever been in Asheville before? Would you 
like to eee the sun rise from the ton cf the 
hotel?

our eyes grew more accustomed to the 
dark, and the light slowly increased, there 
came out the dim and chostly outlines of 
the giant mountains emerging from the 
floods of darkness. 

Far away to the east the narrow line of 
glowing crimson was broadening cn the 
upward arching sky. There the stars were 
paling in the glowing light. The arrowy 
beams of the coming day were transform- 
ing the mists of morning Into the light of 
heaven. Just in front of us old Pisgah's 
bald and craggey summit smitten by the 
coming sun looks as though the morning

aglow as though the watchfires of heavenly 
guards had been kindled cn their summits.

Central Committee. 


WILL DISCUSS CONVENTION 


Marshal Johnson Said To Be ‘Averse to 
Holding One. 


BUT LOSKE AND OTHERS THINK CONTRARY 


Think They Have Fared Badly in the 
Shuffle for Office and Are Anx- 
ious for Better Jobs. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—If rumors are 
true, there will be an interesting time at 
the meeting of the republican state central 
committee which has been called to con- 
vene in Atlanta next Tuesday. Mr. Walter 
Johnson, United States marshal for the 
northern district of Georgia, is chairman 
pro tem of the committee in the absence of 
Chairman Buck, who is minister to Japan. 
It is said that certain prominent republi- 
cans of the state are after the scalp of 
Chairman Pro Tem Johnson. 

A weli-known republican politician of 
Georgia informs. The Constitutfon corre. 
spondent that ome of the matters to be 
discussed at the wreeting of the committee 
is whether or not there should be called | 
a state convention to nominate a republi- 
can candidate for governor and the other 
statehouse officers. He says that Chair- 
man Pro Tem Johnson is opposed to the 
calling of a convention and against the 
nomination of a state ticket. Whereas, 
Colonel R. D. Locke, of ‘Macon, who is a 
member of the comimittee, favors the hold. 
ing of a convention, and that Locke would 
like to be the republican nominee for gov- 
ernor, but Johnson is opposed to him. In 
the recent deal of offices by the McKinley 
administration, Locke, from some cause, 
did not fare well in the shuffle, and he has 
been forced to accept the position of chief 
deputy United States marshal to Marshal 
Barnes, of the southern district of Georgia, 

It is understood that Colonel Locke want. 
ed an auditor’s place in the treasury de- 
partment at Washington, but he could not 
get the indorsement of Buck and Johnson, 
although formerly Locke, Buck and John- 
son pulled well together in the republican 
harness. Locke has been United States 
marshal for the southern distr.ct of Geor- 
‘gia and postmaster at Macon, but he could 
not secure as profitable a landing this t'me. 
It is said that Colonel Locke and Marshal 
Barnes divide the salary of the marshal’s 
office at Macon, each receiving about $2,000 
per annum. 


Locke a Sacrifice. 


The repuwbiican informant of The Consti- 
tut‘on sa@ys that Locke thinks his party 
in this state should nominate a state ticket 
and present some show of having an organ- 
ization, and that he is willing to offer him- 
self as a gubernatorial sacrifice, and ap- 
pear as a martyr before the McKinley altar 
ai Washington for the sake of the party, 
and that such action woukl strengthen 
Locke’s cause and give him influence at 
Washington. Of course, if Locke runs as 
the republican candidate for governor, he 
does not expect to be elected. If Locke's 
programme of calling a convention and 
nominating a state ticket js carried through, 
this would prevent a coalition with the pop- 
ulists. It is claimed that Locke will have 
sufficient followers on the committee at the 
meeting next Tuesday to have a conven- 
tion called. It is further declared that the 
Love and Wright faction on the comm.ttee 
will co-operate with Locke. 

If a convention ts called, it is said a new 
state central committee will be elected, and 
that Johnson will be defeated for chairman 
if he contends for the position, and Locke 
will be chosen chairman. It jis not proposed 
to re-elect Buck chairman, Even if a con. 
vention is not called, the Locke element 
on the committee intends to see to it that 
Johnson does not continue as chairman pro 

“tem. The republican who has informed 
The Constitution of the above, says that 
Johnsen does not yet know of the move- 
ment to overthrow him as the head of the 
party in Georgia. 

A White Regiment. 


Colonel P. H. Ray has telegraphed from 
Washington to Mayor Price that the regi- 
ment he desires to rendezvous at Macon is 
a white regiment. ‘This reply is in answer 
to the telegram of Mayor Price sent to 
Colonel Ray yesterday, that the tender of 
grounds at Macon was intended for white 
troops. In reply to Colonel Ray’s second 
telegram Mayor Pro Tem. Morgan wired 
Colonel Ray today: 

“We offer you ample and comfortable 
quarters for one thousand or more men in 
the handsomest park in the south.’’ 

This action is in conformity with the res- 
olution introduced some time ago by Al- 
derman Pearson and adopted by city coun- 
cil, tendering the government the use of 
Central City park and buildings fcr the 
mobilization of troops in Macon.

MERCER WINS IN 
HEATED DEBATE

Intercollegiate Contest Between Twe 
Leading Universities Last Night. 


A VERY “ENJOYABLE OCCASION 


Six Hundred People Hear the Elo- 
quence of the Young Orators. 


THE BOYS YELL THEMSELVES HOARSE 


Race Problem Figures Prominently in 
the Discussion and Politics Play 
a Large Part. 


ERCER UNIVERSITY, by the pre- 
ponderance of proof and force of ar- 
gument, won the intercollegiate de- 
| bate between the University of Georgia and 
| Mercer university, which took place last 
| night at the Grand. The debate was one 
of the most animated that has ever oc- 


| curred in Georgia between any universities

and was thoroughly enjoyed by the audl- 
énce present. 

The four debaters were: For Mercer, John 
Roach Straton and J. ¢. Flannigan, and for 
the University of Georgia, J. R. Walker and 
C. A. Weddington. The young men had 
mede much preparation for the contest, 
and were ready last night for the combat of 
words to show that the interests of the 
south would and would not be pushed for- 
ward by a dissolution of the solid south. 

Mr. John Temple Graves presided over the 
contest, and introduced the speakers as it 
came their turn to deliver their arguments. 
The judges in the contest were Judge Wil- 
liam B, Tompkins, Mr. B. M. Blackburn and 
Mr. T. H. Martin. These gentlemen sat in 
& box at one side of the stage, and the 
speakers addressed them in their speeches. 

The audience was one of the most cul- 
tured and attentive that has gathered in 
Atlanta in some time, and was highly ap- 
preciative of the efforts of fhe debaters. 
The applause was liberal and often the 
speakers were interrupted in their addresses 
by the applause which would greet their 
splendid points in the arguments and the 
beautiful flows of eloquence which were 
frequent. 

A large part of the au@ience was made up 
the students and friends of Mercer univer- 
sity, who sat in the center of the house 
and were profuse, both before and during 
the debate, in their yells, songs and ap- 
plause. Over a hundred girls from Cox’s 
college at Manchester occupied one part of 
the house, and weyfe greatiy admired dur- 
ing the evening.. They wore the regular 
students’ caps, which were removed while 
in the theater. 

The boys from Mercer kept the house in a 
ring until the debate commenced at 8:45. 
Mr. Graves announced the rules of the de- 
bate and the regulations that would govern 
the contestants in their efforts to win the 
honor for their resepctive universities. 

These rules had been previously agreed 
upon before the debate, and no issue was 
raised upon them. Mr. Graves introduced 
Mr. Straton as the first speaker. 


and participated in debates and oratorical 
contests between the universities. The 
question of debate was, ‘‘Resolved, That 
the breaking of the solid south will be con- 
ductive to the interest of the south.”’ 

He made a five-minutes’ speech in which 
he defined what the Mercer view of the 
question would be, and the line of argument 
that side expected the university to follow. 

Mr. Weddington was the next speaker. 
He had progressed but a short distance in 
his speech, until he became confused on ac- 
count of sudden illness, and had to retire. 
He later delivered his speech, which was a 
masterly effort, and won him great ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Walker, of the University of Georgia, 
took up the argument of the question where 
Mr. Weddington had left it. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Flannigan, of Mercer. Mr. 
Weddington followed Flannigan, and was 
replied to by Flannigan in a four-minutes’ 
speech. 

Mr. Straton deftvered his argument and 
was answered in a ten-minutes’ speech by 


'Mr. Walker, who closed the debate. 


The arguments of the question were based 
on three lines, and the speakers seemed not 


' to take every result that would be produced 


by the breaking or not breaking up of the 
solid south. The debaters for the Univer- 
sity of Georgia followed the political lines 
almost entirely, showing what would be the 
result politically, and left the race problem 
and commercial interests to be affected out 
of the question except in their closing 
speeches, where they answered the argu- 
ments of their opponents. 

Mr. Fiannigan, of Mercer, took up the 
race problem and touched on no other ques- 
tion in his argument. Mr. Straton dealt with 
the commercial effects that would be 
brought about by the dissolution of the 
solid south, and said that he would leave 
the minor questions to take care of them- 
selves, evidently meaning that the race 
problem and political aspect played no part 
in the discussion. 

The judges required a short time to make 
a decisfon, and Judge Tompkins, in a few 
choice words, announced that the judges 
unanimously agreed that Mercer won the 
debate. There was prolonged and deafen- 
ing cheers from the Mercer contingent when 
the result was made known.

obligations she felt devolved upon her as 
president of the Woman’s Press Club, and 
in that view requested Mrs. William King, 
vice president of the club and editor of 
the woman’s department of The Weekly 
Constitution, to assume the 4uties attend- 
ing the forthcoming annual meeting... 

' Mrs. King recently attended the meeting 
of the International Press League, held in 
Weshington, D. C., and is deeply inbued 
with what she believes are the inevitably 
g00d results of a united body of press wo- 
men. In order to find out just those infiu- 
ences brought to bear fn the success of the 
Various press orgaiizations, Mrs. King in- 
terviewgd and obtained the views of the 
most prominent press women in the coun- 
' try, and is convinced that the development 
of the Woman’s Press Club of Georgia will 
be for the greatest benefit to the press wo- | 
_men of the state, and woman’s interests 
in all the lines of progress and advance- 
ment. 

“I believe that through organized effort 
woiren become more in touch with one an- 
other and their interests become more mu- 
tual,” saig@ Mrs. Kfhg, in a recent con- 
versation' on the subject. “I am convinced 
that to be brought in touch once @ year 
with a body of women like those compris- 
ing the recent press congress of Washing- 
ton is not only highly improving to the 
delegates who may be sent there, but that 
thése delegates can bring back to their 
clubs news of all the work being done by 
the press women from all parts, the sys- 
tems and methods employed by them, and 
that a knowledge of what is being done 
by press women all over the world will 
prove a stimulant to the efforts of all 
those in the profession. 

“I further think,” said Mrs. King, “that 
the press women of Georgia should take 
more interest in this international organi- 
gation, ang acquire through paternal rela- 
tions with the body those broadening prin- 
ciples and ideas that are the basis of the 
progress and success of this—the woman’s 
era.” 

Mrs, King and Miss Woodberry have 
personally communicated with the mem-

Mrs. Beulah S. Mosely, of Reme, and 
Miss Belle Walsh, of Augusta, who have 
been appointed to represent Georgia press 
women at the forthcoming meeting at Den. 
ver, will be present at the Atlanta meeting 
and receive from the club the message they 
wil] take to the great meeting in the west 
of America’s prominent women. 

A prominent Georgia club woman, at the 
recent annual meeting of an influential wo- 
man’s organization, gave expression ta 
some very practica] ideas that may apply 
to press organizations as well as any oth- 
ers. She hinged her remarks on the fact 
that the strength of an organization lies 
not in ‘tts quantity, but the qual- 
ity of its members, and that ‘“‘es- 
prit de corps” that must exist before 
of men of women can 
accomplish their purpose or become a 
power. She forcibly argued that any but 
active and sineerely interested members 
were weakening to an organization, leaving 
the burden and expense of their member- 
stip upon the shoulders of the strong and 
henest peer. She stated that the examvle, 
work and energetic Interest of a small 
bodv of women loyal to the principles and 
objects of the organization to which they 
were united, were infinitely more far- 
reaching in their influences than the appa- 
rition of a large body declaring in words, 
but never in actions, what were their prin- 
ciples and objects of union. She stated 
that a review of all women’s organiza- 
tions would prove that those only existed 
and developed in interest that were made 
up of the women who were members 
through the honest motives of wanting to 
do good and carry out the work of the 
organization, not through motives of per- 
sonal glory. Women who go into clubs 
and associations for the purpse of acquir- 
ing offices are soon found out, and the 
sooner they lose interest in of become of- 
fended at what takes place and drop out, 
the better it is for the organization, 
When a woman its elected to an office by 
an organization the honor should be neu- 
tral—that is, the woman should be one that 
by accepting the office does the body elect- 
ing her as much honor as they do her in 
the appointment or election. 

A prominent press woman recently ask- 
ed her views as to what the duties of 
press women were to one another. She 
replied: 

“A fulfillment of the laws of the constl- 
tution, which, if observed, bring about an 
amount of prefessional courtesy necessa- 
rily beneficial. Press womén,’’ she con- 
tinued, “‘whether in organizations -or out 
of them, should stand up to one another 
and avoid the petty jealousies and enm!- 
ties that people unjustly credit to women 
in professional life. For instance, if a 
capable press wOman recognized as such 
should be a candidate for an office for 
which she was eligible, it would appear to 
be the duty of her sister press women to 
uphold her in preference to the candidacy 
of any other woman. Again; I think a mu- 
tual recognition of meritorious work 
should exist among press ‘women! Tt ts fre- 
quently tne case that a capable. pressweaman 
receives enthusiastic recognition abroad, 
that honors may be lavished.upon her and 
her triumphs the subjects of general com- 
ment, when for some reason her achieve- 
ments are not even chronicled as news 
items in the department of her sister press 
women in the state to which she belongs. 

“The newspaper and magazine fields of 
New York and Washington have in them 
syeorgia women shining lights that have 
failed to receive the faintest recognition in 
their home press mediums.”’ 4 
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The official *board of the Georgia Wo- 
man’s Press Club as it now stands in- 
cludes an able coterie of progressive, clev- 
er women and if they can only secure the 
proper co-operation from all the members 
the club will stand in the uppermost ranks 
of the many clubs making up the Interna- 
tional Press League. Mrs. Marie Louise 
Myrick, the president, is the editor and pro- 
prietor of The Times-Recorder and does 
more actual press work than any woman 
in the state. Her paper is regarded as one 
of the strongest political organs in the 
state,-and her writing is of that strong and 
vigorous style that makes it powerful when 
used in the inffuence of any understaking— 
great or small, 

Mrs. William King, vice president of the 
press club, is editor of the Woman’s de- 
partment of The Weekly Constitution, and 
is one of the best known writers in the 
state, as well as being a pioneer in the 
history of woman’s journalism in Georgia. 
In the columns of The Weekly Constitution 
her work is very far-reaching and her 
greatest aim is to afford, in every possible 
Way, every advantage to woman in all 
matters pertaining to her progress and el- 
evation. 

Miss Rosa Woodberry, secretary of the 
club, is not only one of the most able 
press women in Georgia, but a woman who 
in every respect represents the highest and 
best interests of her sex. She was the first 
woman in Georgia a member of the Na- 
tional Federation of Clubs, and is recog- 
nized ag the best woman parliamentarian 
in the state. © 

Mrs. Penn, the treasurer of the club, and 
editor of The Monticello News, is and earn- 
est worker in all the interests of women, 
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and through the medium of her paper ex- 
erts a good and wholesome influence. 


It is probable that at the forthcoming 
meeting of the club some action may be 
taken as to a certain amount of the treas- 
ury money being appropriated for the ex- 
pense of the delegates the clubs may send 
ta the annual meetings of the National 
and International Press women. As a rule 
the representative women of a press club 
are those who are the most occupied and 
they can ill afford to leave their work at 
those times of the year when the large 
meetings of women are called. 

In order therefore to warrant the proper 
representation of the club at these meéet- 
ings, it is probable the expense of the del- 
egate may be at least partially defrayed.

Mrs. Jackson, sweet and womanly in ap- 
pearance, sat in her parior at Charlotte as 
she spoke, surrounded by the Georgia party 
and distinguished visitors from various 
parts of the country who had come to pay 
her respect during their visit to her city. 
With her was her little granddaughtef, 
Julia Jackson Christian, whose strong feat- 
ures and blue eyes much resemble those. of 
her illustrious e¢randfather. 

Upon the wall hung Brown's noted ple- 
ture of General Jackson, while over the 
mantle was a copy of Elder’s well known 
production of ‘“‘The Last Meeting’’ between 
Generals Lee and Jackson. ’ 

As Mrs. vackson looked up at the pictures 
and talked of the past jin her naturally 
sweet voice, mellowed then with the full- 
ness of feeling, I felt my blood bound with 
patriotism. 

Regrets and pride for the past, mingled 
with hopes for the future in our present 
difficulties, and I could but impulsively ex- 
claim: “Oh, if only those two great men 
were here now!” 

Mr, Jackson replied only with a look 
that was more eloquent than any word she 
eould have uttered, while the choked voice 
of a noted veteran near sa@& to me: “You 
shall have a copy of that picture.” 

All agreed with Mrs. Jackson that the 
20th was a great day, both socially and his- 
torically. 

The Georgia party were met at the depot 
by a committee of prominent citizens and 
Mayor Eli Springs, of Charlotte, a man ge- 
nial of manner and princely in hospitality.

All along the line of march were points 
of interest. The stately houses, with green 
lawns stretching in free expanse before 
them, gave no evidence of the consideration 
of the cost of a “front foot.” 

“Just here’ had been the headquarters of 
Lord Cornwallis; “over there’”’ a spot of in- 
terest connected with General Greene, while 
the quaint old mint, with the great Ameri- 
can eagle flaunting its wings against the 
tall iron gate as the 300 mounted men, in 
continental uniform, passed in review, made 
one feel they were living for a day in an 
interesting past.

The 
grim facts reply: “Then you shal] spend 
$1,000 to punish it,” which it does. 

In one of the great libraries of New York 
there is a somber book called the “Jukes.” 
It is not pleasant reading, for it relates the 
history of a criminal family whose crimes 
in the course of seventy-five years cost the 
state of New York $1,308,000. This estimate 
includes only those violent outbreaks, the 
costs of which can be accurately known. 
It does not count all that crime caused 
by the contagion of example nor the en- 
tailment to succeeding generations of 
crimes, pauperism, insanity and every de- 
bauchery. An average of $17,440 a year sim- 
ply to punish crime, debauchery, robbery, 
murderers, etc. How far would the half 
of $17,440 have gone teward helpfully train- 
ing the tender shoots of vice? What herolc 
work then ig that effort which saves the 
first possible “Jukes?’’ 

If I might be so bold I would commend 
this little book to our eity fathers. It 
might make at least a pocketbook argu- 
ment for seeking the. cause (that must 
come first), the cure of vice. It might les- 
sen criminal expenses and in the same 
cases prevent the necessity of lessening 
teachers’ salartes.

Ads to the Injured.” 


It is rather a singular fact that notwith- 
standing all the women who have ceclared 
thelr willingness to become nurses in the 
present warlike times, that when an op- 
portunity was afforded them to acquire 
the fundamental knowledge o” what is re- 
quired to trained nurses few of them avail- 
ed themselves of it. The series of lectures 
on “First Aids to the Injured,”’ that have 
been given at the Atlanta Woman's Club, 
under the auspices of the St. John’s Am- 
bulance Association, have been paorly at- 


‘tended, considering their great practicabili- 


ty. But what the meetings have lacked in 
size they have made up in enthusiasm and 
the ladies who took the first test examina- 
tions yesterday were deeply interested. The 
lectures have been given by Dr. AJexander 
Sterling, a member of the St, John’s Ambu- 


viance Association, but the examination was 


given yesterday by Dr. Lewis Jones. A 
part of it was written and a part practical. 
The questions asked briefly covered the 
course of studies In embodied in the lec- 
tures which are based altogether on those 
fundamental] principles of anatomy and 
physiology that should be known by every 
intelligent person in times of war and 
peace. it is a knowledge that is indispen- 
sable in times of emergency and is €special- 
ly invaiuable to mothers and: all par-ies in 
any way associated with children. A wo 
man passing the examination given yester- 
day would be enabled to perform the first 
necessary treatment or afford temporary 
relief in the case of a hemorrhage, whether 
arterial, vénous or capillary; in the case of 
fractures, simple, compound, comminuted 
and complicated, fractures of the skull, 
jaw or collarbone, arm bone, forearm, fin- 
gers, ribs, thigh, leg, knee cap, apine. The 
first necessary treatment was also taught 
in the case of sprains, wounds, cults, in- 
sensibility, epilepsy, or falling sickness, 
concussion of the brain, slight concuasion, 
alcoholic poisoning and other 
kinds, hysterical fits, bites of animals, 
burns and scaids, frost bites, sunstroke, 
poisoning by alkalies, acids, phosphorus, 


carbolic acid, foreign bodies in the eye or 


the ear. How to make bandages ivd apply 
them in al) cases was taught, and at the 
conclusion of the written examination yes- 
terday the ladies each were put through the 
practical test of bandaging. Two little 
boys patiently submitted to the operation 
and were supposed, according to the will 
of the examiner, to have various fractured 
parts. The ladies evinced great ability in

JAPANESE SCHOOLS. 


Sunrise Kingdom Has Adopted West- 
ern Ways in Training Children. 


Miss Ida Tigner Hodnett contributes to 
May 8t. Nicholas a second and concluding 
article om ““The Little Japanese at Home.” 
Miss Hodnett says: 

‘Japanese children used to sit upon their 
heels in the schoolroom, grouped round 
their master on the soft matting, chanting 
together their Iroha or reading in concert 
the wise maxims from their readers which 
have been the mental food of countless 
generations of their race. A change has 
come, and now they sit on benches before 
desks in western fashion, though they do 
not think this method of sitting very com- 
fortable and are glad on returning home to 
indulge im the usual squat. But they still 
recite in concert, in a monotonous sort of 
chant, the Iroha (ee-ro-hah), which corre- 
eponds to our aiphabet. 

‘“‘Under the former system of schooling, 
all Japanese chiidren learned to read and 
write the Hirangana characters and to 


for a grown person to be unable at least 
to read and write and do simple calculation, 
They were seldom sent to school before the 
age of seven and were not hard pressed in 
their studies. In learning to write they 
were acquiring the dexterity of finger and 
wrist needful in drawing, and without 
doubt their method of writing is one of the 
traits which have tended to make the Japa- 
nese a nation of artistic tendencies. A soft 
paper is used and a brush instead of a 
pen. Care and exactness are necessary, 
owing to the nature of the materials, and 
it is impossible to use the hand in a 
cramped or stiff position; hence freedom 
and grace of movement result. The child 
holds the paper in one hand and the brush 
in the other; the whole arm works, motion 
coming from the shoulder, elbow and wrist 
as well as from the finger muscles. The 
per, as soon as touched, absorbs the 
ndian ink with which he writes. The 
child thus finds it necessary to tvuch with 
precision and care, and acquires insensibly 
a certain power of drawing in that »orecise 
touch and in the exercise of the erm and 
hand muscles. . 
‘‘Western principles im education, as well 
as western schoo] furniture, have been 
adopted in the sunrise kingdom. The Arabic 
numers, 1, 2, 3, etc., are used, for the Japa- 
nese at once recogniged the advantage of 
these signs for numbers instead of their 
own cumbersome ones. Maps, cnarts and 
diagrams are seen on the schoolroom walls; 
object lessoms are given, and foreigners, 
hearing the children’s recitations, even 
though not understanding their speech,

The Approaching Reunion. 
Barely six remain before the 
gates of Atlanta wil swing back on their 
hinges to grect the old soldiers who will 


weeks 


be:her guests of honor during the ap- 
proaching confederate veterans’ reunion. 
Whenever Atlanta undertakes to do any- 
thing she usually succeeds; and her am- 
bition in the present instance is to make 
the gathering of old _ soldiers here in 
July next the most successful affair of 
its kind which has ever been held in the 
south. 

She is making provisions to entertain 
the old soldiers in royal style, and if 
the whole army of survivors shoulda 
charee to accept her cordial invitation, 
she would still have room to spare. Since 
the late war, it has been Atlanta’s privi- 
lege to entertain many notable gather- 
ings within her limits, and she under- 
stands the art of making her visitors en- 
joy themselves; but never has she en- 
tered with greater zest into the matter 
of arranging for expected guests than 
she is now displaying in her preparations 
for the approaching confederate veter- 
ans’ reunion. 

So far as the effect of the present war 
crisis is concerned, she feels that it will 
tend to increase the attendance of the 
old soldiers rather than to decrease it, 
and that much greater interest will be 
taken in the reunion than could reason- 
ably have been expected under ordinary 
circumstances. With the martial spirit 
of the country stirred to its profoundest 
depths, it is only natura] that the old 
soldiers should feel more of the impul- 
sive ardor which characterized them on 
the field of battle and more of the fra- 
ternal sense of comradeship than they 
have felt at any time since the late war. 
Such being the case, it is wholly within 
the bounds of reason to expect that the 
attendance of old soldiers upon the ap- 
proaching reunion in July will be much 
greater than in recent years, and that 
deeper measures of satisfaction will be 
derived from the mingling of the old 
soldiers around the camp fires. 

While the spirit of animosity has never 
constituted any marked feature of past 
reunions of confederate veterans, it is 
safe to say that the utmost feeling of 
good-will will characterize the senti- 
ments which the old soldiers will bring 
to bear at the approaching reunion in 
dwelling upon the memories of the war. 
Since the federal veterans have acted 
with such spontanéous unanimity in pro- 
posing to surrender back into the keep- 
ing of the south the old confederate reg- 
imental battleflags which they captured 
in the late conflict, thcre can no longer 
remain unquenched the least spark of 
prejudice or bitterness between the sec- 
tions. But ff left to the old soldiers 
who faced each other upon the field of 
battle, perfect and complete reconcilia- 
tion might have come years ago. 

In selecting Piedmont park as the site 
of the approaching reunion, the commit- 
tee on arrangements has acted with wise 
discrimination, On the grounds included 
in the boundaries of Piedmont park there 
are numerous buildings which are being 
fitted up for headquarters, in addition to 
the main auditorium in which the exer. 
cises of the reunion proper are to be 
held; and, morever, the grounds are 
easily accessible from all portions of the 
city. Special rates have been secured 
over all connecting lines, and visitors 
will not be subjected to the least un- 
pleasantness which might arise from ar- 
bitrary or excessive charges. Another 
consideration which emphasizes the wis- 
dom of the committee on arrangements 
in selecting Piedmont park as the site 
for the approaching reunion consists in 
the fact that thirty-four years ago it 
marked the scene of one of the most 
terrific contests in the bloody campaign 
around Atlanta. We might linger upon 
other phases of the preparations which 
are being made for the entertainment 
of the old soldiers in July, but suffice it 
to say that Atlanta intends to leave no 
stone unturned {n the efforts which she 
is now putting forth to make the ap- 
proaching occas:on in every respect wor- 
thy of her noble guests.

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The War Up to Date. 


Another week has come and gone; the 
moon has changed, bringing a refreshing 
and much-needed rain; and still there 
are curious and vexing problems remain- 
ing unsettled. Somehow we seem to 
feel that there should be fewer problems 
when the heralds of war are blowing 
their trumpets than there are when the 
agents of peace are digging in the gar- 
den, 

The difficulty is that war rouses ex- 
pectations, and makes virtues of gossip 
and inquisit?veness; and it seems .to 
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so backward; and, as for the cabbage— 
when did you ever see so many bugs, 
and files and all sorts of insects with 
claws and saws and appetites? And in 
what previous year didi Colonel George 
Adatr’s. celebrated remedy of lime, soot 
and ashes ever fail to destroy the whole 
brood completely? We are afraid the 
bugs this year have Spanish in ’em, for 
they emerge from the lime, soot.(why 
don’t the muddle-headed lexicographers 
spell it sut?) and ashes refreshed as from 
a shower bath. 

And in what year before this dM the 
mildew play such havoc with the roses? 
Sulphur, which is an infallible remedy in 
other years, doesn’t faze it this year. It 
creeps from leaf to stem, and the wind 
bears its spores from bush to bush. All 
because of war. That's the only reason- 
able explanation, no matter what the 
self-constituted scientists say. 

More than that, the moon, as well as 
the sun seem to be setting farther morth 
than before, and early in the morning, 
as soon as day dawns, there’s a queer 
little bird warbling and trilling in the 
purple magnolia. Nobody ever saw or 
heard that bird in Georgia before, not 
even during the ciVil war. He’s no big- 
ger than your thumb, and yet he can 
whistle as loud as a whippoorwill. He 
must be from Cuba or from the Philip- 
pines, 

But all these things don’t settle the 
main problems. We think we know 
where Sampson is, and we can guess the 
whereabouts of Schley; but where is that 
Spaniard, Cervera? One day he was in 
Santiago; the next he was gone. Then 
he was bottled up, bagged, trapped, 
caught in a net; but now nobody knows 
where he is. One inflamed editor is so 
rattled that he declares the insurgents 
have no existence because one or a doz- 
en of them doesn’t walk into the forti- 
fied town of Santiago, find out where 
Cervera is, and then swim out to Samp- 
son or Schley, or, by jingo! even to Key 
West, with the necessary information. 

Anyhow, if anybody knows where Cer- 
vera is, he won't divulge the secret; and 
if you'll look beck over your file of news- 
papers, you'll discover that no one has 
ever seen the Spanish fleet in Caribbean 
waters. Every particle of information 
on the subject has come from Spain. 
Madrid said the fleet was at Santiago, 
and we said it must be so; Madrid said it 
had slipped out, and we insisted he was 
gone; Madrid said he was still there; 
and we said that must be so, too. We'll 
have to bring a pretty bill of expenses 
against Madrid for fooling us in this way, 
and causing our two squadrons to go 
thumping about in the Caribbean sea, 
and beating to and fro in the Windward 
passage; and for causing our justly céle- 
brated newspaper dispatch boats to go 
cruising after phantoms and phakes, and 
compelling our versatile correspondents 
to be philled with quaking phear. Well! 
there’ll not be much left of Madrid when 
we get through with her! 

And then the war has caused us to 
discover a new editorial word for Ameri- 
ca—a word which, if it were skinned for 
its hide, would make a pair of boots for 
the biggest giant the world ever heard 
of. It is “imperialism.” This grand 
and beautiful word has been bandied 
about in the circuses of Europe for hun- 
dreds of years, and it belongs there. It 
fits the unfortunates who use it. It hbe- 
longs to emperors, Caesars and their tin 
successors. But no sooner did we orea 
up a war that we could call our own than 
a majestic metropolitan editor, just from 
Europe, announced that the retention of 
the Philippines would mean the begin- 
ning of a policy of “imperialism.” The 
word has taken like wildfire. 
had and is still having as successful a 
run in the metropolis as a comic opera 
played by Lunnonnannies; and it is 
proving a remarkable success in the 
country towns. 6

far; who can figure out the rest? 
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Our Soldiers Must Not Be Forgotten. 


We call the attention of our readers to 
the spirited appeal, published elsewhere 
in these columns, from one of Atlanta’s 
noble-hearted women, Miss Elia Powell, 
pointing out the urgent need of raising 
supplementary funds to be used in the 
purchase of emergency supplies for the 
gallant soldiers who have volunteered to 
fllustrate the city upon the field of bat- 
tle. | 

Under existing army regulations there 
are no adequate provisions for supplying 
wounded and disabled soldiers with the 
comforts which are so important to the 
speedy restoration of impatred health. 
Only such supplies as come within the 
definition of absolute necessities are to 
be found in army hospitals in time of 
war; and if the invalids who chance to 
be confined therein receive any special 
luxuries they must come from other 
sources. Most of Atlanta’s volunteers 
have been reared in the clover of com- 
fortable circumstances, and they have 
little idea of what war means. Under 
the most favorable conditions they are 
more than apt to find its hardships stern 
enough.. 

While it is fondly to be hoped that 
every soldier who leaves Atlanta for the 
front will soon return in perfect health 
and vigor, yet it should be remembered 
that hundreds of the brave boys in gray 
who left Atlanta for the war in the 
spring of 1861 failed to return when the 
bugles sang truce in the spring of 1865. 
Some of the missing ones would doubt- 
less be alive today had it not been for 
the lack of needed comforts and sunplies 
inthe meagerly equipped confederate 
hospitals. Such matters are painful to 
recall in this connection, but we must 
face the situation square'y, and whatever 
we can do to reduce the grim fatalities 
of war, we should do gladly for the sake 
of our noble volunteers and for human- 
itv. We cannot tell how long the war 
will last. Within another month it may 
be ended. while again a year or more 
may elapse before it closes. When the 
late war commenced it was generally 
supposed in both sections that some few 
weeks would suffice to end its horrors, 
but four long years intervened hefore 
the tragedy which opened at Fort Sumter 
ended with the surrender of Geriéra] Lee 
at Appomattox. 

Every old soldier in Atlanta who knows 
from his own prolonged experience 'n the 
late war what it is to endure the hard- 
ships of the tented field will cord'ally in- 
dorse the movement which is now on 
foot to provide addittonal supplies for 
the soldiers at the front.

Reconciliation All Around.

Perhaps the most irreconciliable state 


of all those which ente:ed the confeder- 
acy was South Carolina. Not that it 
was committed any stronger to the prin- 
ciples underlying the great inter-state 
revolution, but because of a certain tem- 
perament which warmed upon occasion 
and forbade the discussion of a half-way 
ground. Of all the brilliant leaders which 
this state produced during that period, 
it may be said that none were more pros 
nounced than Matthew C. Butler, and 
none more tinctured with the traditional 
feeling of his state, 

But in the appointment of Major Gen- 
eral Butler, the werk of reconciliation 
has gone much deeper than is apparent 
to people living outside of Carolina. The 
fact that Senator Tillman, after having 
used his pitchfork right and left upon 
the old regime which controlled South 
Carolina, should have been the ardent 
sponsor of General Butler’s preferment, 
indicates that peace has become local 
in South Carolina as _ well as general 
throughout the union.

Standing with bared 
heads, their right hands lifted heavenward, 
the earnest faces of those young soldiers 
could never be forgotten as their clear 
voices rang out in untson swearing “by the 
help of God” to be loyal to their country, 
even unto death! 

To those who rest in the safety 
comforts of our homes, their scanty beds 
of straw and simple food should be strong 
object lessons of what war means at “‘its 
best.’’ 

I learned from both officers and privates 
that there was no emergency fund for 
these men, and that the Atianta compa- 
nies were the only ones in the state thus

neglected. 
The thought came to me, “What can be 


done?’’ , 
That thought has ever since been wit 
me, but I have waited for stronger minds 


and hands to answer it. 

In Miss Dooly’s column of today I dared 
to express casually my feelings in regard 
to this subject. Since then I am in re- 
ceipt of a communication from Captain 
Nash at Tampa, in which he says: 

“Tl am very anxious to have a company 
fund, so tell Annie, .

The 
sick men in the hospital cannot eat the 
government rations and we need money 
to buy them delicacies, fresh vegeta- 


bles, etc.’’

Discussing with a patriotic and influen- 
tial gentleman of Atlanta the advisability 
of asking for a public donation, as imme- 
diate assistance is needed, he replied: “I 
believe it to be the best method, and con- 
sider it a privilege to give yeu $25 with 
which to start that fund.’ Two other 
young men followed his example ty giving 
2, all of whom were too modest to allow 
their names to accompany their genersity. 

Some of the patriotic organizations have, 
I understand, started plans for funds in 
special directions for the soldiers. This 
one is strictly for the Atlanta companies, 
for they belong to us, and wé should feel 
responsible for them. The fact that they 
are at the front should stand out in bold 
relief against any background of party 
feeling or misunderstanding. It is our 
state, our country, and, right or wrong, we 
should be loyal. 

Perhaps Atlanta’s apathy ts due only to 
the fact that her attention has not been 
called to the situation.

Seven weeks frogs today the advance guard of the old rebel armies will reach 
Atianta and on the Wednesday following there will be 30,000 visitors here. Befo 
that week is out there will be 50,000 strangers here. “ 

The July reunion of the confederate veterans will be the greatest the old eol- 
diers have ever held. There were more than 16,000 at Nashville last year. Atlanta 
can count on 20,000 veterans, with as many more sons, daughters, wives and widows. 

General Cabell is quoted as saying that 6,000 will come from his state, Texas

Virginia will send 2,500. The Carolina veterans are coming by the thousand. 

Oklaho- 
ma, Maryland, New York and California will send delegations ranging from a few 
men to 4,000. 

Georgia will just mobilize in Atlanta for reunion week. 

“War or no war, all are going to the reunion,”’ the veterans write. 

Thousands are coming in uniform—the familiar gray so dear to every confeder- 
ate heart. This }s optiona)] with the veterans. They are just as free to come in 


- Jeans and a hickory shirt as in uniform or fine raiment. There is no rule or sug- 


gestion about uniforms, but for.sentiment’s sake it was hoped that some would 
come in uniform. This hope will be realized. The suits are made so cheaply 
that many camps are coming in a body, wearing the gray. 

Atlanta will be ready to entertain her guests when they arrive. She ‘has had 
such crowds before and she knows how to go about it. To illustrate: A record is 
being prepared now which will contain the location of all the boarding houses and 
private houses in the city and nearby which will take guests. It is estimated that 
more than half the visitors will be entertained at private homes. Every veteran 
in Atlanta will have old comrades as guests, 

To provide for any emergency, the Reunion Association of Atlanta has made a 
contract for sleeping aecommodations for 2,000 at exposition park. Cots and pil- 
lows will bo put in the electric building and these accommodations will be free. 
Meals will be free, too, to veterans out on the grounds. All who have the official 
badge will have a free tickét on the commissary department at all hours of the day. 

The preparations for the reunion are now well under way. 

A rate of 1 cent a mile was made by the railroads. The sale of tickets will 
begin about July 18th in nearby states and earlier in Texas and the west. 

The reunion will be held at exposition park and the exposition buildings will 
be utilized so far as needed. Work will start in a few days in putting 10,000 seats 
in the auditorium. 

Thousands of official buttons are being made under a contract with the Reunion 
Association. 

A contract has been made for decorating the auditorium and other buildings. 

One thousand double cots are being made expressly for the reunion. 

The commissary is actively at work arranging for supplies, quantities of which 
will be needed. 

The official programme cannot be made until Adjutant General Moorman comes 
bere from New Orleans. He will be here tomorrow.

There is not a single reason why the reunion ghould not be held, and there are 
multiplie@ reasons why ft should. ® 

The presence of actual war will tend to fmcrease rather than diminish the 
fnterest of war veterans in our great annual convention at Atlanta in July 
next. The reunion in its Influence will give substantial aid to the government, 
and wil! be a direct benefit to the de- velopment of the martial spirit of the na- 
ticn, : 

The assembling of the surviving heroes of the confederacy—the men who par- 
ticipated in over 2,000 battles, an@ whose 600,000 enlisted men fought for four 
long years over nearly every foot of their territory, and until about one-half of 
their soldiers were dead from casualties of war, against 2,865,028 enlisted men, 
aided by 600 vessels of war, manned by 35,000 sailors—will act as a stimulus, as it 
will revive the martial spirit of the people, and will be an object lesson, an in- 
spiration for the youth of ovr country; it will awaken sentiment, arouse enthusi- 
asm, inspire and quicken the patriotic resolve and purpose to enlist in defense of 
the flag of our common country ag many of our old veterans and their brave 
s0ns are now doing, as the deeds of these old soldiers are now the heritage of 
the nation—the common property of alli. 

Even had there been twenty wars, We must not forget our duty to our living 
and dea@ heroes. The man who would neglect this holy duty is unworthy the 
name ‘“‘American.” The people who forget their heroes and history will in time 
be forgotten, for they will ingloriously perish from the face of the earth, 
+! In our holy reverence for our dead, and care for our lHving heroes, We honor 
our race and our nation. The bond of our allegiance to the restored union {s seal- 
ed by our devotion and reverence for our living and dead, and it is this God-giv- 
en wrtue which challenges and compels the respect of our former foes—now our 
brethren—and of mankind. 

It f a sublime duty for a people to consecrate their lives for the succor of 
their living heroes and perpetuation of the fame of their glorious dead. bb! 

The general commanding will devote the few remaining years of his Mfe to 
this sacred purpose and for the upbuilding and glory of our common country;

1. The general commanding announces: that the eighth annual meeting and 
reunion of the United Confederate Veterans will be held, as stated in general 
orders No, 196, current series, from these headquarters, in the city of Atlanta, 
Ga., wpon the following dates: July 20th, 2ist, 224 and@ 23d, 1898, Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, respectively. The dates of 20th, 2ist and 22d be- 
ing anniversaries of the battles of Peachtree Creek, Manassas and Atlanta re- 
spectively. All confederate organizations and confederate soldiers and sailors of 
all arms, grades ana departments are cordially tnvited to attend this eighth gen- 
eral reunion of their comrades. ‘ 

2. With pride and pleasure, he also announces that 1,127 camps are already 
enrolled in the United Confederate Veterans’ organization, with applications in 
for over 150 more. Ex-confederate soldiers and sailors everywhere ere urged to 
form themselves ‘mto local associations, where this has not already been done; 
ean@ all associations, bivouacs, encampments and other bodies not members of 
the United Confederate Veterans’ Association are earnestly requested to send in 
application to these headquarters, without delay, in time to participate in this 
great reunion, and thus unite with their comrades in carrying out the laudable 
and philanthropic objects of the United Confederate Veterans’ organization. 

8. The city of Atlanta, Ga., where the reunion is to be made, was fittingly 
chosen @s a central location, so as to be nearly equally accessible to the veterans 
from every section of the south, and from this fact Ne believes that a united and 
concerted effort will secure the very lowest railroag rates, which he has no doubt 
the generous officials of the southern railroads will extend to the old survivors, 
so as to make this reunion the greatest ever held. He therefore urges the offi- 
cers and members of all camps to commence now, without delay, making pre-

the history of southern valor, popularly known as the “Battle Abbey;” and as there 
is no relief and aid for our veterans or their families outside of ourselves and our 


own resources, to perfect a plan for a mutual 


aid and benevolent association; to 


make such changes in the constitution and by-laws as experience may suggest, end 


other matters of general interest. 


6. Each camp now admitted into the United Confederate 


Veterans” organiza- 


tion and those admitted before the reunion, are urged to at once select accredited 
delegates and alternates to attend, as only accredited delegates can participate in 
the business part of the session. The representation of delegates at the reunion will 
be as fixed in section 1, article 5 of the constitution: One delegate for every twenty 
active members in good standing, and one additional for a fraction of ten members, 
provided every camp in good standing shall be entitled to at least two delegates. 
Each camp will elect the same number of alternates as delegates, who will attend 
in case of any failure on the part of the delegates to attend. 

7. Attention of camps is called to section 5, article 5, of the constitution: “Camps 
will not be allowed representation unless their per capita shall have been paid to the 
adjutant general on or before the first day of April next preceding the annual meet- 


ing.’’ P

JT can best show my appreciation of the 
honor you do me in asking me to furnish 
you some facts relative to our approaching 
reunion of confederate veterans in July 
next, by promptly complying to that re- 
quest. 

That there have been obstacles and hin-. 
drances, causing delay in the preparations 
for the “reception and entertainment” of 
the old veterans by the Reunion Associa- 
tion, all admit, and most of us understand. 
Apparently, there has been some lack of 
interest in the work. This is a mistake. 
The Spanish war excitement, the conse- 
quent unsettling of business of every char- 
acter, and the opinion, honestly entertain- 
ed by some of our best, most liberal and 
progressive citizens, that the veterans would 
not attend, acted, in a large measure, to re- 
tard the work. 

Now that this féar has been removed, and 
it has become evident that the-veterans are 
coming by thousands, as shown by our im-

AIDS. MC. A. WORK 


Association Tents Will Be Transported 
by Government Free of Charge. 


SECRETARY M’GILL TALKS 


Four Y. M. 0. A. Tents Now in Place at 
Chickamauga Encampment. 


OHIO HAS TWO TENTS FOR THE TROOPS 


The Second Georgia Regiment Will 
Probably Be Cared for by Interna- 
tional Y. M. C. A. Committee. 


Christian Association established in 
the army camps throughout the coun- 
try have now been formally recognized by 
the secretary of war, and henceforth they 
will be considered as an adjunct of the 
army. The war department has conceded 
to the international and state associations 
freg transportation of baggage for their 
representatives on the field in accompany- 
ing the troops from point to point and has 
agreed to convey the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association secretaries and théir as- 
sistants at the rates obtained for the army. 
The internationai association applied for 
these privileges some time ago and the 
fear was entertained thaton account of the 
strictness of the discipline maintained 
among the troops they would not be grant- 
ed.. This will be a great help to the Young 
Men’s Christian Association secretaries in 
the field, as the main expense connected 
with the work proposed would be that of 
trensporting the heavy tents and the va- 
rious furnishings that go with it. Upon ap- 
plication made to the quartermaster general 
of the army at Washington by the inter- 
national committee, that officer sent the 
following recommendation to the secretary 
of war, which was promptly approved by 
him: 

War Department Approves Work. 

“War Department, Quartermaster. Gen- 
eral’s Office, Washington, May 21, 1898. To 
the Honorable Secretary of War—Sir: I 
have the henor to submit herewith appli- 
cation of the secretary of the army commit- 
tee of the Young .sen’s Christian Associa- 
tion for free transportation of tentage and 
necessary camp equipage for the comfort 
and convenience of the representatives of 
the association to travel with the army, 
both by rail and wagon, to and from depots 
and camps and between points of movement 
of troops. Also for the authorization of 
the travel of these representatives by rail 
at the same rates which may be agreed 
upon for the transportatior.of the troops. 

“The matter is respectfully submitted for 
such action as the secretary may deem 
proper. It is understood that similar ccn- 
cesgions were made during the civil war 
for members of the Christian commission. 

“The quartermaster general sees no objec- 
tion to having the tentage and material 
carried by these representatives to go free 
with the baggage of the troops, as a bag- 
gage or box car is furnished fre@ for each 
one hundred men transported. 

“No difficulty is anticipated {n complying 
with further request that these representa- 
tives be transported at the same rates 
fixed for the transportation of the troops 
in each case. 

Upon notification of approval by the sec- 
retary of war, the necessary instructions 
will be issued by the quartermaster general.

This recognition of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association movement, which has 
been heartily indorsed on every hand by 
the war department, practically insures its 
success. General Alger, secretary of war, 
has all along encouraged the work, recog- 
nizing, as he does, the vast amount of good 
accomplished by the Christian commission 
in the civil war among the troops of the 
federal army. It is his expressed desire 
that the representatives of the Christian 
Association be furnished with the regula- 
tion uniforms and take their places as a 
part of the regiments, so that in this man- 
ner they can become better acquainted 
with the needs of the men, both epiritual 
and physical. 

State Secretary McGill Talks. 

State Secretary S. Waters McGill arrived 
in the city yesterday morning from Chicka- 
mauga and left again yesterday afternoon 
for Griffin, where he went toispend Sunday 
with Secretary Johnson and the boys of the 
First Georgia regiment. Before leaving he 
spoke interestingly of the progress of the 
work at Griffin and Chickamauga. “At the 
latter place four Young Men’s Christian 
Association tents are now in operation, 
two of them coming with the Ohio regi- 
ments, one with the Pennsylvania troops 
and .we last is under the charge of the in- 
ternational committee. Thursday evening a 
rousing gospel meeting was held in the in- 
ternational tent, at which more than a 
thousand soldiers were present. We list- 
ened to strong addresses from Genera! O. 
©. Howard, retired, who is giving his whole 
attention to religious work in the camp, 
and from Major D. W. Whittle, one of 
Moody’s co-workers in the field. The men 
remained at the service until taps were 
sounded for them to turn in for the night, 
ani quite a number asked to be remember- 
ed in prayer. One of the things that illus- 
trates the interest the troops are taking 
in the Young Men’s Christian Association 
tents is the number of letters that are writ- 
ten by them daily to their people at nome. 
In nearly every tent more than 200 letters 
are written every afternoon and evening, 
paper, ink and envelopes being furnished 
to them free of charge. Secretary Johnson 
writes daily of the work in Griffin and is 
satisfied that complete success will attend 
the efforts of the Georgia association. 


The Tent for Second Georgia. 


“I will go to Tampa some time near the 
the latter part of next week to visit the 
Second Georgia regiment, stationed there, 
and make arrangements to have them 
brought under the wing of the internation- 
al Young Men’s Christian Association com- 
mittee at once. The expenses of maintain- 
ing two tents will be very great and unless 
the people of Georgia contribute to the 
work more liberally than they have done 
the second tent will not be put up at Tam- 
pa. Everybody agrees that the Young 
Men’s Christian Association movement is 
a great thing and capable of accomplishing 
much good in the army, and the state com- 
mittee should receive more support from 
the people than they have so far. 

“It is probable that the First Georgia 
regiment now at Griffin will be sent to 
Chickamauga in the near future and in 
that case Secretary Johnson and  Assis- 
tant Secretary Boland will accompany the 
regiment and go with them also to Cuba if 
they are sent with the army of invasion. 
The families of the young men will un- 
doubtedly feel easier when they know that 
the association will go with the army wher- 
ever it is sent.”

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Part second of “The Woman's Bible,” 
which part completes the work, has recently 
appeared from the press of the European 
Publishing Company, of New York. There 
has been so much misunderstanding about 
this phenomenal book, that a few words of 
explanation regarding its scope and purpose 
will. we are sure, be welcomed by many 
readers. 

“The Woman's Bible” is tn no sense a 
new version of the Holy Scriptures, either 
in whole or in part. Neither is it a com- 
plete Bible, as it deals only with those por- 
tions of sacred writ which refer directly 
to women. These passages, beginning with 
Genesis, and ending with Revelations. are 
systematically culled from the authorized 
version, and are commented upon by the 
corps of editors. 

This is the first time in the history of 


the world, that women have entered into 
an organized effort to present their views 
upon the subject matter of anv sacred 


book. The event in itself is therefore nota. 
ble. It is hardly necessary to say that the 
hedy of women crgaged in this work, ere 
far advanced along the Vines of thought 
which tend to the complete Wberation of 
their sex. In the Hst of the reviewing 
committee. which numbers twenty-five. we 
note the following well-known names: Eliz- 
eheth Cady Stanton, Rev. Phebe A.'Hana- 
ford, Clara RBRewick Colbv.

The motto of “The Woman's Rible” {ts 
this line. taken from Milton, “‘Whoever 
linew truth put to the worse In a free and 
open eneconnier?’ The commentaries jr, 
the Woman's Bible upon many passages of 
scriptures are decidedly ‘‘free and open.” 
generally along moral and ethical planes, 
seldom smacking of ¢he higher eriticism. 
or of conventional exegesis and schobast- 
icism. 

A few extracts will give the interested 
reader, a better idea of the trend of 
thought among these women commentators 
than much general description. 

From page 112: ‘“‘Now that we are coming 
to understand the Bible better than to wor. 
ship it as an !dol, it will gradually be lifted 
from the shadows and the superstitions of 
an age, When as a fetish it was exalted 
above reason, and placed where e epir'tual- 
ly enlightened people can see it in its true 
light—a book in which many a bright 
jewel has been buried under some rubbish. 
perhaps, as well as under many symbolisms 
and mystic language—a book which is not 
above the application of reason and com- 
mon sense.”’ 

From page 113: ‘‘Does the New Testament 
bring promises of new dignity, and of 
larger liberties for woman? When thinking 
women make any criticism on their de- 
graded position in the Bible, Christians 
point to her exaltation in the New Testa- 
' ment, as if under their relicion, woman does 
really occupy a higher position than under 
the Jewish dispensation. While there are 
grand types of women presented under both 
religions, there is no difference in the gen- 
eral estimate of the sex. In fact, her in- 
ferior position ig more clearly and emphat- 
ically set forth by the apostles than by 
the prophets and the patriarchs. There are 
no such specific directions for woman's 
subordination in the Pentateuch as in the 
epistlies.”’ 

“From page 125: “There is nothing com- 
mendable in the action of young women, 
who g0 about begging funds to educate 
young men for the miistry, while they, and 
the majority of their sex are too poor to 
educate themselves, aid if able, are still 
denied admfttance to some of the leading 
institutions of learning throughout the land. 
It is not commendable for women to get 
fairs and donation parties gor churches in 
which their sex May neither pray, preach, 
share the offices and honors, nor have a 
voice in the business affairs, creeds, and 
discipline, and from whose altars come 
forth biblical interpretations in favor of 
woman’s subjection.” 

From Page 214: ‘The real difficulty in 
woman’s case is that the whole foundation 
of the Christian religion rests on her temp- 
tation and man’s fall, hence the necessity 
of a redeemer and a plan of salvation. As 
a chief cause of this dire calamity woman's 
degradation and subordination were made 
a necessity. If, however, we accept the 
Darwinian theory, that the race has been a 
gradual growth from the lower to a higher 
form of life, and that the story of the fall 
is a myth, we can exonerate the snake, 
emancipate the woman, and reconstruct a 
more rational religion for the nineteenth 
century, and thus escape the perplexittes of 
the Jewish mythology as of no more impor- 
tance than those of Greek, Persian and 
Egyptian.”

Dr. Thomas Taylor has placed the mycol- 
ogists of our country under lasting obliga- 
tion through the publication of his work 
on the “Mushrooms of America.’ The 
monograph is issued in a series cf five 
parts, the last of which has recently issued 
from the press. It is beautifully and pro- 
fusely iNustrated, with chromo-lithographs 
from drawings by the author, and the letter 
press descriptions are so clear that it would 
é6eem an impossibility for the student to 
fail in recognizing the various species found 
in nature. 

The mushroom has become something of 
a fad in various portions of the country, 
humerous societies having been formed to 


encourage its use as an esculent. The 
ostentations claims made regarding its 
value are not wholly warrant- 
ed by the facts. The term ‘“veg- 


etable beefsteak’’ applied to the mush- 
room is simply preposterous, as the amount 
of available proteid which it contains is not 
more than 2 or 3 per cent, against nearly 
20 per cent in beef. 

The flavor of mushrooms, however, is 
highly relished by a great many people, 
and their value as a dietetic accessory {fs 
on this account, if no other, very great. 
That their cultivation and use should be 
encouraged there is no doubt, but the 
enterprise is heavily handicapped from the 
fact of there being numerous varieties of 
the fungus which are more or less poison- 
ous, some of them violently so. It is a 
fact, nevertheless, that this risk actually 
captivates a large number of epicures. 
Knowledge, of course, diminishes the risk, 
and gives ordinary mortals more confidence 
in mushrooms as an article of diet.

The sense of Miss Atherton’s “American 
Wives and English Husbands” is against 
international marriages. In her treatment 
of the subject, she manages to keep things 
pretty well balanced. The law of compen- 
sation is in evidence. When the desirable 
Englishman marries the undesirable Amer- 
ican woman, the awthor offsets the situa- 
tion by making an attractive specimen of 
American womanhood, guffer under the 
cramping conditions of marriage with a 


selfish BEnglishman. 
One of the most characteristic chapters 


in the story is the one in which Lord Maun- 
drill explains to Lee Tarleton what an 
Englishman requires of his wife. In their 
consciousness is a distrust of international 
marriages; they have been expressing their 
views along this line of thought, and in 
answer to one of Lee’s questions he says: 
“You see an Englishman is certain of 
several things if he marries a perfectly 
normal Englishwoman of his own class. 
She will obey him; she will have as many 
children as he wishes; her scheme of life 
will be his, and no matter how.bright she 
may be, she will adapt herself to him— 
which is not the least important point. An 
Englishman simpiy cannot adapt himself 
to anybody. It isn’t in him. He can be a 
good husband on his own lines, particularly 
if he loves his wife, and if he loves her 
enough, and she makes herself more charm- 
ing than any other women, he'll be faithful 
to her and do what he can to make her 
happy. But she must adapt herself to 
him.” 

Su blind is the god fn this tmstance that 
Lee Tarleton speaks of Lord Moundrill’s 
insufferable egotism as candor. She has 
loved the idea of Cecil Manndrill since she 
was a little child: her love for him is part 
of her growth, and she does not hesitate 
to enter this matrimonial venture. 

We were glad to notice in the London 
letter to The New York Times a week or 
so ago, that the writer of it said that Lord 


Maundrill was an impossibility in 
flesh and blood, 60 the oppor- 
tunity does not really exist for a high- 


spirited American woman to become the 
victim of an abnormality like Cecil Maun- 
drill. 

The book, in spite of many jarring notes, 
is distinctly interesting. It cannot take 
high rank in fiction, but Miss Atherton is a 
clever, vivacious writer and we are sure 
that she has the grateful appreciation of 
many a reader.

The fortunes of the hero of “This Little 
World” cannot fail to interest and hold the 
reader, From the time that we were intro- 
duced to the self-taught rustic, with the 
fire of genius burning in him, we were for 
the time as much interested in the working 
out his Nfe’s problem, as the lad himself, 
Mr. David Christie Murray, the author, 
seems to believe profoundly in the might, 
and persistence of the human spirit, even 
when fighting against every odd thatcir- 
cumstances can interpose. Soin the case of 
John Cutler, with his passionate love for 
art, poverty, ignorance and discourage- 
ment, only serve as stepping stones to a 
splendid realization of his powers. 

In the efforts to manifest his strength, 


John Cutler is as conscientious as 
an oriental, or a medieval craftsman, 
toiling with infinite patience toward the 


attainment of his ideal, and regarding the 
use of pigment and brush as sacred work. 
Young and inexperienced as he is, he feels 
in his soul that,nothing worth the having 
can be obtained easily. He despises short 
cuts to, success. His conversation with the 
popular London artist, Bassett Piercy, and 
his naive criticism of the latter’s work is 
deeply suggestive of his nature and meth- 
od.

Bassett Piercy was startied 
by the rustic voice drawling right over his 
shoulder: 

“That's cliver!’’ 

“The tone was modified, and in gpite of 
approval, suggested reservation. The art- 
ist’s ear was quick and he turned with a 
smile less candid than he had worn when 
appraising the workmanship of his odd 
companion.”

“Oh, done too easy, is it?’ the artist 
aske* with a banter not altogether natural 
or unconcerned. “And what makes you 
think it’s done too easy?” 

The critic helds to his first position that 
the sketch is ‘“‘cliver,’’ but that there's 
nothing in it. He is as well acquainted with 
the lights and shadows of Warnock chase 
as the light and shadows of his own being, 
and he knows that the artist will never 
be able to catch the magic of these wor- 
shiped scenes. For the self-taught lad na- 
ture robed and hid something infinitely 
more splendid and divine than herself, and 
he strove to piertve the veil with a persist- 
ent and unfailing passion, 

Mr. Murray has written this story with 
his usual charm and force, and somehow 
it repeatedly suggests Mr. Zangwill’s book, 
“The Master.’’

chief of the famous p!na cloth. There fg no 
more beautiful fabric manufactured in any 
part of the world than this, which is made 
from the fibre of the pineapple leaf and is 
quite expensive; a common shirt costs from 
four to ten dollars, and no less a sum than 
$15 has been paid for a single garment. A 
good average scarf or handkerchief brings 
from $25 to $53. When embroidered, a 
Scarf of pina sometimes costs as much as 
$150! . 

The most important industry that the 
women of the Philippines are engaged in 
ig tobacco. In the making of cheroots 
none but women are employed and there 
@re no tess than 4,000 busy in the factories 
of Manila alone. Men make the cigarillos, 
or small cigars, which are smoked by the 
natives, but women only are allowed to 
prepare and roll the cigars. It is estimat- 
ed that 21.000 women find employment in 
this business and only 1,500 men. Each 
room in the enormous factories contains 
from eight hundred to a thousand women,

Electric Power for Ships. 
From Electricity. 

Up to the present electricity has scarce- 
ly Seen thought suitable as the principel 
motive or propelling power for the larger 
tyve of vesseis. This is undoubtedly owing 
to the fact that for a given horse-power 
a tr'ple or quadruple expansion steam en- 
gine woulda take up less space and probably 
weuwz'i less than an electrical instaliation of 
equal power. Storage batteries are out of 
the question for such uses, although per- 
sons not well up in electrical subjects fre- 
quently wonder why our ocean greyhounds 
ure not propelled by some such method. 
It may interest some of our readers to 
know that a vessel requiring an average of 
10,000 ‘horse-power to propel it across the 
Atlantic and displacing 5,000 tons would be 
obliged to carry, were storage batteries 
alone made use of, 324,480,000 pounds of such 
batteries, or, in other words, the motive 
power alone would weigh 162,240 tons, or 
thirty times as much as the ship.

THE HERO OF MANILA BAY. 


Rear Admiral] Dewey’s Visit to Detroit. 
His Classmate’s Praise. 
From The Detroit Free Press. 

Most everyone has noticed the bronze 
tablet at the Fort Street entrance of the 
postoffice, commemorating the evacuation 
of Detroit by the British. It was placed 
there in July by the patriotic societies of 
the city, and of the crowd that gathered 
at the dedication exercises some may re- 
member the presence of an officer of the 
navy. Had they known to what renown 
he was destined to come, they that saw 
him would have looekd still more closly, 
for he was none other than the hero of the 
battle of Manila and the most talked-about 
man in the world today—Admiral Dewey. 

Admiral Dewey, or Commodore Dewey at 
that time, was a guest at the home of Mr. 
Francis O. Davenport, retired Jieutenant 
commander of the United States navy. Ad- 
miral Dewey was tNen on his vacatior, 
and from here he made a trip up the lakes 
with Captain Folger on the Marigold. Mr. 
Davenport and Admiral Dewey were fellow 
students at the naval academy where the 
latter graduated in 1858. It is a fashion 
of that school for the senior members to 
take under their protection some one of the 
freshmen, and it fell to the fortunate lot 
of Mr. Davenport, who was a curly-haired, ° 
wide-eyed innocent little feNow, to be 
chosen and championed by the great admi- 
ral. 

‘Yes, I was in his crew at the acadmy,” 
said Mr. Davenport, ‘“‘and was afterwards 
with him on board the United States steam- 
hip Mississippi off New Orleans.” - 

‘I suppose there were no startling prem- 
ises in evidence at that time whereby great- 
ness might be predicted for him?’ 

“No,” said Mr. Davenport. “‘No one can 
tell about that, but he has always held the 
reputation of a capable and efficient offi- 
cer.”’

‘While described as the possessor of a@ 
great many suits of clothes, he is far trom 
being fOppish, and he has shown by his 
conduct at Manila that he has a fignting 
suit among them. However, he is always 
most careful in his dress. He was very 
popular with his associates, and Was great- 
ly in demand socially in Washington. 

“You knew Admiral] Sampson about this 
time, did you’ not?” 

“Yes: I was a classmate of his at the 
academy at Annapolis. He graduated in 
1861 at the head of his class. He is an emi- 
nently capable officer and possesses all of 
the qualifications necessary for the high 
station he now occupies. He was studious 
ang sedate-in temperament, but of @ cheer- 
ful and pleasant disposition.” 

“Dig you ever hear of guch a battie! 
Why, the whole of Europe ts simply stun- 
ner by it!” exclaimed Lieutenant Com- 
mander John Mitchell Hawley. as he 
brought down a paper weight to enforce the 
vigor of his assertion. Commande? Hawley 
is a handsome young officer of exceedingly 
agreeable personality, who is in Detrolt on 
recruiting duty. He is a personal friend of 
Admiral Dewey and is highly enthusiastic 
over his great victory.

He alse 
volunteered to go on board the Florida and 
inspect her before the attempt was made, 
in order that the officers of the Wachusett 
might know what they were going to en- 
counter. 

Melville was landed on the docks of Ba- 
bia, and. disguising himself as a workman, 
hired a boat and went aboard the Florida, 
ostensibly to offer himself as a recrul*, buf 
the «captain of the privateer. realizing that 
he was in an unfriendly harbor, had pro- 
hibited visitors from boarding his ahip, and 
the best that Melville could do was to take 
a look around while he parleyed with the 
officer of the deck. This was a very haz- 
ardous feaf, because the penalty for bouird- 
ing an enemy's ship in plain clothes in 
time of war ie death Nevertheless Captain 
Collins decided upon the coup de etat, and 
in running out of the harbor the Wachusett 
collided with the Florida, carrying away 
her mizzen mast, main yard, bowsprit and 
a& few other parts of her rigging. Agr the 
two vessels hecame tangled the crew o*% the 
Wachusett boarded the privateer, had a 
hand to hand fight on her deck, captured 
her and towed her out of the harbor. A 
serious complication grew out of the affair, 
ae the hosnitality of the harbor had heen 
violated. The government of the United 
States was compelled to make an anolozy 
to Brazil and (to send back the Flortda tu 
the p’ace whem Captain Collins had found 
her. But on the wav down she “accl- 
dentallv” founZ@ered at sea and sunk some- 
where off the Windward !slands. All hands 
escaped and eaved their belongings, which 
was avery suspicious circumstance.

His excel- 
lency had appointed 2 p. m. for the au- 
dience, and at that hour we entered the 
vast, low, one-story building which forms 
the white house and government offices of 
this republic. Soldiers, in uniforms of white 
duck, with guns at their sides, guarded 
the doors, and d& we entered the hall we 
passed by a company of infantry ready 
for immediate action in case of revolution. 
Additional guns stood in racks against the 
walls and my surroundings were those of 
a fortress rather than a country where the 
people are supposed to rule. This is, you 
know, a land of revolutions. President Ple- 
rola came in after many months of hard 
fighting and in the houses and churches 
of Lima you may yet see the marks where 
the cannon balls and bullets went crashing 
through. For days the president besieged 
the city. The opposing factions had gat- 
ling gune trained upon one another and they 
swept the streets. The dead were carried 
cut each morning by the cart load and 
there were so many dead horses that they 
were not buried, but were covered with coal 
oil, and a match having been applied, were 
thus consumed. With the new president, 
Pierola. in and the old president, Caceres, 
banished, there was peace and a new gOv- 
ernment and there is peace today. The 
present administration has been im power 
several years. It is more progr ssive than 
any administration Peru has had fora long 
period and under it the country is steadily 
improving. There is an opposition party, 
however, and President Pierola is too good 
a soldier to sleep on hisarms He keeps his 
troops in good order and you find soldiers 
almost everywhere present. 

Pen Picture of Peru’s President. 

As we went further into the palace we 
passed a number of officers in uniform 
and then proceeded through one anteroom 
after another, until we came into the office 
of the president’s private secretary, the J. 
Addison Porter of Peru. This man was 
even more suave thon our Mr. Porter. He 
told us that the palace, the president and 
himself were at my disposition and that 
his excellency would receive me at once. 
He went out, and a moment later ushered 
Mr. Neal and myself into a large hall fur- 
nished not unlike one of our public recep- 
tion rooms at Washington. In the center 
of the room as we entered stood a straight, 
handsome man with an eye as bright as 
that of an eagle. His features were strik- 
ing,and the white curl which hung down up- 
on his forehead was twisted about after the 
etyle of our once American dictator, Roscoe 
Conkling, while his brown whiskers were 
trimmed after the fashion of Louis Napo- 
leon. It was Nicholas Pierola, the famous 
South American statesman, general, patriot 
and revolutionist, the president of Peru. 
He is now, I judge, between fifty and sixty 
years of age, probably nearer the latter 
year than the former. He is about five feet 
six inches in height, but his military bear- 
ing makes him look taller. He was dressed 
fn a black broadcloth suit with a cameo 
medallion upon his white tie. He stepped 
toward us as we came in and shook hands 
with me upon my presentation. He asked 
me to take a seat on a sOfa, and, with his 
own hands, brought a chair and sat down 
beside me. He chatted for some time with 
me as to my trip, and said he was glad to 
have an Amerigan journalist come to Peru, 
as he felt that his country was not properly 
known in North America. During the con- 
versation, in which Secretary Nea! acted as 
interpreter, his excellency referred to the 
wonderful mineral! and agricultura! possi- 
bilities of Peru. He said that its mineral 
regions had not been carefully prospected; 
that its surface was hardly scratched, and 
that if it had the proper amount of capital 
and the right sort of immigration it would 
be one of the richest countries of the conti- 
nent. Upon my asking his excellency how 
he regarded the introduction of American 
money, he replied that Peru would be glad 
to welcome any Americans that might 
come, and that there were many safe in- 
vestments here which would yield a profita- 
ble return. He was anxious, he said, to 
see an increased trade between the sister 
republics of the United States and Peru. 
and hoped that one of the trans-isthmian 
canals would be pushed to ita completion 
with that end in view. 

The Monroe Docivine. 

During tie audience I told his excellency 
ofachat I had had with President McKin- 
ley just before leaving. Washington. in 
which our president stated his anxiety thatt 
the two continents should have better trade 
relations and that the business between 
them should be greatly tnereased. In his 
talk with me President McKinley stated his 
pcesition on this matter in strong terms, 
e2y'ng that the foundattion for all such re- 
lations was peace and friendship, and that 
I might state his hope that peace would 
continue. for without it business could not 
endures President Pierola heartily assented 
to this. He said he was able to state that 
Peru was in safe and settled condition, and 
that he thought it would continue so. He 
referred to the Monroe doctrine, with which 
he said he was in thorough accord, saying 
that the republics of this hemisphere 
should support. aid and defend one another 
in the protection of their rights as free 
governments. At this point the new qgminis-

The Ups and Downs of a President. 


The statesmen of South America have 
much more eventful lives than politicians 
of the United States. President Pierola’s 
career has been one of romantic ups and 
downs. He is the son of a famous scientist 
and Iiteratteur, his father having been pres- 
ident of a university and a co-worker with 
Humboldt, Sir Humphrey Davy and Dr. 
Von Tschudi, the noted Austrian philoso- 
pher and traveler. President Pierola was 
educated in Europe and while a student 
in Paris he married the daughter of the 
Emperor Iturbide of Mexico. He began his 
life’s work as an editor here in Lima, but 
the president he supported was ousted by 
a revolution under General Pardo, and 
Pierola was banished. Then there was an- 
other revohution with President Balta at 
its head and Pierola came back to Lima as 
secretary of the treasury. He was secretary 
at the time that Meiggs, the American, in- 
augurated a great system of railroads and 
public itmprovements, and together they 
made the money flow faster than the river 
Rimac, in trying to develop Peru. Ex- 
President Pardo now again appeared with 
another army and drove Balta and Piero- 
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Not one man in five is pure white, 


a select few who have practically owned 
the country. 

‘The story of Peru and its Spanish owners 
shows how poorly the Spaniards are fitted 
to govern a people or build up a nation. 
The story of Cuba is not a new one. When 
Pizarro came here and conquered the Incas 
he found a high state of civilization. Peru 
was then supporting a population of from 
ten to twenty millions. The Andes were 
cultivated to their tops, and what is now 
largely desert was by a system of fine aque- 
ducts and canals rich farms: The masses 
of the people then, as now, worked for their 
rulers, but the laws were such that every 
one was well fed and housed and by a sys- 
tem of public granaries there was no want. 
There was plenty of gold and silver, but 
neither metal was used as money, and the 
people, in fact, do not seem to have had 
money. They were hard working and 
peaceful when the Spaniards invaded them 
and took away the richest booty that one 
mation ever got by oppressing another. 
From one Inca temple Pizarro took 42,000 
pounds of gold and 8,000 pounds of silver. 
The silver nails in one temple weighed 
22,000 ounces. You remember the room 
hau-full of gold which the Inca king gath- 
ered for him as a ransom. They collected 
vast quantities of the precious metals from 
the cities, temples and palaces in other 
parts of the country and made Spain rich 
for a century or more. They enslaved the 
people and made them work for them, and 
later on brought Africans and other slaves 
in to aid them in the mines and on their 
plantations. They had here the richest 
silver mines known, when silver was at 
par with gold, and for centuries fairly 
rollea in wealth. In addition to this they 
had the vast labor capital of the Indians. 

The civilized Indians of Peru are not ac- 
cumulators. They do not care for more 
than the day and they are willing to work 
hard for just enough to support them- 
selves and their families. These people, 
even after slavery was abolished, continued 
to labor for the whites, They are a very 
good class of workmen and had they been 
handled or any other Anglo-Saxon combin- 
ation, Peru would still be the wealthiest 
country of this hemisphere. Under the 
Spaniards the area of cultivated land be- 
came steadily less, the population fell off 
and there is not one-third as mamy people 
here now as when Pizarro came. The roads, 
notwithstanding modern inventions, are not 
as good as they were in the days of the 
Incas and the condition of the common 
people is very much worse. 

How Chili Looted Peru. 

Still the Spanish Peruvians up until the 
war with Chili remained rich. The silver 
mines of Cerro de Pasco turned out vast 


nd the genere! belief here is that 
a" will paneieand Business is steadilv 
growing better and there are @ number of 
movements under way for internal develop- 
ment. Foreign capital is coming in and 
the president is doing what he can to en- 
courage itt. He is improving Lima, repair- 
ing the great cathedral, building a new 
city postoffice and, as far as possibile, re- 
organizing the army. The president of a 
South American republic has far more 
power, in some thirgs, than the president 
of the United States. He practically de- 
cides everything, although his cabinet 
ministers must approve his acts to make 
them valid. He practically controls con- 
gress, to a large extent, grants the con- 
cessions which are given for public and 
private works, and has much to do with 
the management of the revenues. This 
country is, you know, a Catholic country. 
The pope sends a delegate to the ‘court of 
Peru and there are more priests here than 
congressmen. All other religions excepting 
the Catholic are prohibited by the consti- 
tution, though Protestant church services 
are tolerated in Lima and Callao. There 
are only 5,000 Protestants in all Peru. and 
until last fall a marriage to be legitimate 
had to be celebrated in the Catholic church 
and according to its ceremonies. The off- 
springs of other marriages were not cen- 
sidered legitimate, and the average Peru- 
vian looked upon the married foreigners 
here as living outside the marriage rela- 
tion. It was largely through Pierola that 
this has been changed, and I am told he 
would like to restrict the powers of the 
priests still further, though it seems fo 
me that the money he is spending on the 
churches shows he is trying to curry favor 
with the clerical factions. 

The Congress of Peru. 

I paid a visit today to the two houses of 
congress of Peru. This country has a con- 
stitution which is modeled somewhat after 
ours. The law-maxing power is composed 
of a senate and house of deputies. The 
senators are elected for four years and the 
deputies for two. The sessions begin on 
the 28th of July which is the anniversary 


of Peru’s independence of Spain. and they 


last ninety days. The salary of each mem- 
ber of congress is $15 in silver a day, or 
about $7.0 in our money. Deputies must 
be twenty-five years of age and have an 
income of $3800 a year. Senators must be 
thirty-five years of age and their incomes 
must be $1,000 a year. If the members are, 
however, professors of science, the ques- 
tion of income is not raised. 

Both houses are on the Plaza of the In- 
quisition, where that terrible court sat in 
times past. Peru was the center of Cath- 
olicism in western South America for more 
than two centurfes, and from the Isthmus 
of Panama to the Straits of Magellan her- 
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la out. This was just twenty years ago. 
Several years later came the war with 
Chili, and Pierola was called back as one 
of the commanders of the Peruvian troops. 
His army was defeated, and it was chargad 
at the time that he had sold out to the 
Chilians. In the meantime President Pardo 
had flied the country and Pierola became 
dictator. The Chilians having conquered, 
refused to recognize him, as they knew he 
would not consent to give up the rich 
nitrate fields, which were the real cause of 
the war. They then put up one of their 
own tools as president and Pierola was 
banished a third time. He fled to France 
and did not return until General Caceres 
was president in 1886. Caceres was. I am 
told, a highway robber of the first magni- 
tude. His wife, who was originally a ra- 
bona, a woman following the army, was 
with him in his peculations, and conces- 
sions and privileges were sold by them, the 
funds pocketed and the money sent to

Why the Peruvians Are Poor. 


Peru is one of the richest countries on the 
face of the globe, anfi today the Peruvians 
are comparatively among the poorest of 
peoples. I say comparatively, fur they have 
been so wealthy that what seems poverty 
to them would still be riches to others. Ry 
the Peruvians I mean the aristocracy and 
the ruling classes. The people who own 
Peru are chiefly those of Spanish descent. 
Some of these are crossed with Indians, 
These are very few. Nowhere in the world 
will you find such a condition as has al- 
ways existed in this country. There are in 
Peru about 3,000,000 people, or about as

sums and the government revenues were 
so large that there was good picking for 
every one with any kind of a pull. One 
of the viceroys of the eleventh century rode 
from his palace to the cathedral in Lima 
over a path paved with ingots of solid sil- 
ver. His horse was shod with shoes of 
solid gold, and every hair of the horse's 
mane and tail was strung with pearls. 
Later on, to the wealth of the mines was 
added that of the guano, and Peru got hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars out of her ma- 
nure piles. This source of wealth was being 
worked when the great nitrate fields were 
discovered and in 1878 Peru exported $17,- 
500,000 worth of-_nitrate, which in the then 
value of silver was worth nearly twice 
as much as all her exports in 189. The to- 
tal exports that year were $47,000,000 and 
the government receipts from guano’ and nil- 
trate and other sources were more than 
$17,000,000. Then the Chilians, who were 
poor, coast their covetous eyes upon these 
riches. They trumped up an excuse for war 
about their boundary lines and invaded the 
country. They had about 25,000 men and 
they laid Peru waste, demanding ransom 
of various sections and destroying every- 
thing when it was not granted. At Chim- 
north of here, there was a sugar 
factory and railroad shops filled with fine 
machinery imported from the United 
States. The Chilian general demanded that 
the owners should pay him $100,000 in three 
days. They could not and he blew up the 
machinery with dynamite, destroyed the 
beautiful houses of the haciendas and hilled 
500 sheep, which his soldiers could not 
carry off. The Chiliar army destroyed the 
magnificent residences at the summer re- 
sorts below Lima. In their fights they gave 
no quarter, bavoneting not only. the 
wounded soldiers, but the defenseless civil- 
lans as well. They looted Lima, taking the 
university for the barracks and destroying 
the archives. They also sacked the public 
library, which contained 59,000 volumes and 
many valuable manuscripts. They even 
robbed the zoological garden. sending an 
elephant to Chili. They cleaned out the 
palace and the treasury and collected mill- 
ions in the way of customs, getting $28,- 
000,000 in one year from that source alone. 
The war lasted for nearly three vears and 
when it was closéd by the cession to Chill 
of the nitrate territory, which she coveted, 
Peru had heen raked by the Chilian sol- 
diers as with a fine tooth comb, and nearly 
everything of value taken away. I under- 
sfand that the Chilians have now about 
used up all that they stole and that they 
are making trouble with the Argentines 
in the hope of another great haul. Since 
then Peru has had a number of revolutions 


| such as I have described and between the

It is a 
strange commentary on the changes of the 
times that the senate of Peru sits today 
in the very room in which the inquisition 
court held its sessions, and that speeches 
in favor of free thought are made in the 
very hall in which the most terrible bigots 
of the past tortured and slaughtered 
under the name of religion. Even today 
bigotry is common in the mountain dis- 
tricts, and I am told that a priest is now 
in jail here for having caused a witch to 
be burned at the stake. ‘Che old hall of the 
inquisition where the senate meets has a 
celling of dark wood wonderfully carved. 
The room is long and narrow and this ceil- 
ing is, I judge, about thirty feet above the 
floor. The front of the senate its being re- 
modeled. An entrance like that of the 
Parthenon at Athens is being added to it, 
and it now looks more ike a Greek temple 
than an old Spanish Structure. I photo- 
eraphed the front during my stay, but could 
not get a picture of the hall on account of 
the height of the ceiling. The secretary of 
the senate took me through the building 
and upon my departure offered me a vol- 
ume as big as a four-dollar Bible, compris- 
ing the last edition of the laws of Peru. It 
was in Spanish, which I read very poorly 
but for politeness sake | took it, though it 
was decidedly heavy in more senses than 
one.

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SCOTT AND THE SOUP 


Arp says We Was Wrong in Saying It 
Was Tayler 


WHO WROTE THAT MESSAGE 


Alluding to His Eating Soup in an 
Official Communication to the 
Secretary of War. 


Of course it was General Scott who 
wrote about the hasty plate of soup. Many 
Ictters frem venerable men have refresh- 
ed me and my esteemed friend, Mr. Car- 
nochan, of Rome, ‘has sent mea kind 
message about my mistake in putting the 
soup on Taylor. I find nothing in history 
about it, and hence such things can only 
be established from memory—the memo- 
ries of our oldest people. I am gratiilied 
to learn from these letters that come daily 
that there are left so many good old men 
with intelligent memories—men of four 
score years and over—and who like all old 
people now live in the past and love ‘o 
recall the events that happened fifty aid 
sixty years ago. Taylor and Scott were 
both Virginians and were very superior 
commanders. Scott was ambitious and ar- 
bitrary. Taylor was modest, retiring, an 
upright and a downright man and duty 
was his watchword. His nomination for 
the presidency was forced upon him and 
grieved his wife greatly, for she said: 


“They seek to rob me of my husband . 


and our children of a father.’’ Her fears 
proved more than true, for the cares and 
anxieties. of political life caused his early 
death. notwithstanding he had a cabinet 
of great and good men to share his bur- 
dens and relieve him of many responsi- 
bilities. Our own George W. Crawford 
was his secretary of war. General Scott 
was not only ambitious, but he was en- 
vious of Taylor and sought to embarrass 
him in Mexico by withdrawing troops 
from his command. At one time he re- 
duced Taylor’s force to 2,700 men, while 
he was opposed by 7,000 of the enemy. 
His subordinate officers advised a retreat 
or falling back to Point Isabel and there 
wait for reinforcements, but Taylor said. 
“No, I will advance or die in my shoes,” 
and he did and won a signal victory. 
There was politics in war then, just as 
there is row. and my prediction is that 
neither Fitzhugh Lee nor Wheeler will 
be permitted to, make fame enough to 
endarger the republican party. War was 
politics in Burke’s day and it is in ours. 
Scott. was a brave, exacting and accom- 
plished officer, but was courtmartialed 
three times for political effect, as was as- 
serted bv his friends. He fell short of 
his ambition to be president and his last 
words were, “James, take good care of 
my horse.” 

Parties have abundant reason to fear the 
popular advance of military heroes. Six 
of our presidents have acquired office 
through military channels. Washington. 
Jackson. Harrison, Taylor, Pierce 
Grant. It is astonishing how suddenly 
and rapidly an unknown man can advance 
to the highest pinnacle through the fcr- 
tunes of war, whether they be accidental 
or meritorious. Here before me are six- 
teen large volumes of Appleton’s Cy- 
clopedia, published in 1861, and the name 
of Ulysses Grant is rot in them. and yet 
within the brief space of eight years he 
was made president of the United States. 
Flad there been no war who doubts but 
that Grant would have ended his life un- 
honored and -unknown in his brother's 
tanyard at Galena. “More probably he 
would be still living, for tanyards are 
healthy places and do not breed cancers.

I said that to the Fitzgerald folks not long 
ago, and they laughed and one of them 
spoke up and said maybe it was the old 
revolution you was im and some Britisher 
punched your eye out.”’

He has no family, but is rearing and edu- 
cating three nieces wown here in Georgia. 
They are good people who dare to come 
down here from the north and settle among 
us ‘They keep on coming and my fear is 
the good society up there will soon be brok- 
en up. I tell you, my brethren, there are 
good people in every country—kind people, 
who would rather do you a favor than in- 
jure you. The great traveler, Livingstone, 
wrote that many years ago, and it is the 
truth. Our boy, Carl, who has been living 
in Mexico for two years, writes that the 
Spaniards whose more intimate acquaint- 
ance he has made are just as nice people 
as he ever found anywhere.

CYRUS. 


Cyrus was a very large white elephant

TlLis kine had a son, 0 boy of about 
twelve or fourteen years of age; ard as the 
son of a king is a prince, this boy was:a 
prince. In this story he is called the Little 
Prince, 

JLittle Prince was very fomd of Cyrus 
and used to give him fruits and other good 
things to eat. Cyrus would take these t1om 
the Littie Prince’s hand with his trunk, 
put them in his mouth and eat therm. At 
last Cyrus came to love the L‘ttle Prince 
better than almost anybody in the world. 
If the prince saw Cyrus anywhiere and call- 
ed “Cyrus!

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THE BUTTER COW 
‘PROVES VALUABLE 


Something About the Jerseys at Hood 
Farm. 


HOW THE FINE COW IS BRED 


Her Characteristics and Her Perform- 
ances Noted. 


PERSISTENCY AT THE PAIL AND CHURN 


Essential Factors in Dairying Profit. 
The Jersey Cow Shown To Be the 
Most Profitable. 


Lowell, Mass., May 4%4.—(Special Corres- 
pondence.)—For various reasons, not far 
to seek, dairying has fallen into scientific 
lines later than most forms of production. 
It is, in fact, just fairly becoming a scien- 
tiflc pursuit. This tardiness is largely due 
to the fact that the making of butter and 
cheese—and especially of butter—has been 
a familiar domestic process for centuries, 
Anybody who had a cow, and could milk 
her, could make butter of some sort, some- 
how. The production of this particular 
article of human food, which has generally 
been counted as a luxury, was a simple 
process, requiring only very rude ma- 
chinery. A housewife must have a wheel 
and loom, and some considerable mechan- 
ical skill, to be able to card, spin and weave 
the wool which the farm could furnish. 
But give her a biggin of milk and a wooden 
paddle, and she could separate the fat 
from the liquid, and by simple agitation 
could maige butter. 

And yet the animal that furnished the 
milk, the securing from her of a paying 
yield, and the details of manufacture of 
butter therefrom, as well as the dairy 
machinery and appliances of the modern 
butter maker, are almost as widely differ- 
ent from those of fifty years ago, as the 
modern carder, spinning frame and loom, 
which almost do the work+«by themselves, 
differ from the crude machines of our fore- 
mothers. In nothing concerned in dairy- 
ing has there been a greater advance than 
in the breeding and feeding of the dairy 
cow. . | 
The city of Lowell, Mass., furnishes as 
marked illustrations of the advance in 
textile machinery as any place in the 
world. And, curiously enough, close by 
the same city is one of the emost famous 
modern breeding establishments of the 
dairy cow—Hood farm. 

Time was, not so very far back, when 
one might have been pardoned for asking 
what breed of cows was employed at Hood 
farm as the model for the dairy animal. 
Today it is almost a consensus of opinion 
that the Jersey is the only model dairy 
cow. And the Hood farm Jersey stands 
in the front rank of the best type—and 
like the Sarsapefilla,. whose merits owe 
their distinguishing characteristies to the 
same mind to which the cows owe theirs, 
this type of the Jersey may be said to be 
‘peculiar to itself.’’ 

We have already remarked wpon thé 
comparative newness of breeding and feed- 
ing science in the development of the dairy 
cow. The specialties of such breeding, if 
we may thus name them, are still more 
recent. There has long been breeding to 
form, to color, to “‘points,”’ to sundry spe- 
cific ideas, but it is only since about the 
beginning of the current decade that breed- 
ing for productive profit has been made a 
well-defined purpose.

But {t is our purpose to deal with inii- 
viduals only as illustrations of a general 
purpose. Science decrees that only the 
cotton mill which has the best machinery 
and appliances of all sorts shall, in the 
fierce competition of these latter days, make 
a profit. To the truth of this the just open- 
ing struggle between the manufactur mg 
centers of New Bngland and the south is 
bearing witness.

And such a cow has to be 
more than the sporadic ‘‘phenomenon,” the 
freak of the breeder’s luck, which gives 
an enormous quantity’ of milk under forc- 
ing and for a single week, or possibly 
month. Such a cow must have a record, 
both by right of heredity and the right of 
performance. By both only can she claim 
a warramt for a faith in her posterity. And 
the same are also demanded of her con- 
sort, with even more emphasis. The sire

dertook to emphasize this point, and the 
tests there instituted ignored the fancy 
points of the several breeds, and asked for 
the cow which, being of an established 
Leredity, would show the most valuabie 
product for the least expenditure. The 
largest money’s worth for the lowest cost 
was the keynote of the contention; and the 
question was—W hich breed of cows would 
carry off the palm? 

Without attempting to go into detail as 
to these tests, it may be of interest to quote 
the unquestioned conclusions of Mr, Fuller, 
the superintendent of the Jersey herd, con- 
firmed by all the figures of the exactly 
kept record, which were these, as given in 
his report: 

Taking each separate test and taking all 
of them in the aggregate, the results con- 
clusively show that the Jerseys—

The tests prove these to be facts, and 
in proving them give the stamp of pub- 
licity and authenticity to the Jersey cow 
as the greatest dairy cow in all essentials 
that the world has ever produced. 

Hood farm began its scientific existence 
with these famous tests. Mr. Hogg had al- 
ready acquired a considerable farm near 
Lowell, and, being a natural lover of ani- 
mals, had already established a nice herd 
of grade Jerseys, and 4 stud of fine horses. 
His experiments in breeding had led to 
study and reflection and close observation, 
and he determined to put to the test cer- 
tain theories of his own in the development 
of the Jersey cow. To this end he began

to look for animals most clearly possessing 


the characteristics ‘which he deemed most
